Bailey’ instructed .the agent 
personally to return’ the meat, 
which had been held in a frozen 
food locker at Rolla, to Ovempey 
and Stempfle. On Jan. 24, the 
two men had been informed by 
letter they could pick up the 


meat at the locker since labora- 
tory tests showed conclusively 
it was beef, not venison. 


When stopped at a roadside 
inspection point last November, 
the two hunters explained that 
the rabbits and quail in their 
possession had been bagged on 
a farm near Rolla, and said the 
packaged meat was given to 
them by the farmer’s wife. 


The agent, who was unable 
to determine if the mest was 
beef or venison, insisted on seiz- 
ing it on the ground the two 
men may have been transporting 
unstamped deer meat. 

In justification for his action, 
the agent explained that the 
hunters could not positively 
identify their meat—a neat trick 
for’ anyone not equipped with a 
portable laboratory. 

Protection Chief Bailey, in 
defending the seizure but not 
the delay, said: “The fact that 
the meat they had in possession 
could not be immediately identi- 
fied by them or us, and since 
there was the possibility that, 
according to their own state- 
ments, it was venison, caused all 
the difficulty.” 

Bailey declared the two hunt- 
ers did not identify the farmer 
from whom they received the 
meat—a statement Overbey de- 
nied. 

“We have found that roadside 
inspections of hunters returning 
from the field is very worth- 
while in not only detecting vio- 
lations of the wildlife regula- 
tions, But also in making game 
census and surveys,” Bailey said. 

“We are very careful in select- 
ing the sites of such ections 
so as to not inconvenience a 
great number of people who 
have not been pursuing wildlife 
and to eliminate traffic hazards. 

“Our men participating in such 
checks are instructed to be ex- 
tremely courteous to the public 
and not to inspect automobiles

“TEN-TYPE DESTROYER 


The Forrest P. Sherman Has’ 


Radar-Controlled Guns, 
Homing Torpedoes. 


BATH, Me., Feb. . (AP)—The 
first of a new series of all-pur- 
pose destroyers—the Forrest P. 
Sherman—siid into the Kenne- 
bec river from the Bath Iron 
Works Yard today. 

Adm. Sherman's widow broke 
the bottle of champagne arross 
the prow of the 390-foot cratt, 
which the Navy calls ‘‘fast, 
flexible and potent.” 

Representing the Navy were 
Vv. Adm. M. B. Gardner, deputy 
chief of naval. operations, and 
James H. Smith Jr., Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Air. 

Sherman was chief of naval 
operations at the time of his 
death in 1951. The ship named 
in his honor is somewhat larger 
than the 2425-ton destroyers of 
World War II but use of alumi- 
num alloys in the superstructure 
has kept the weight increase to 
a minimum. 

Present plans call for building 
10 more Sherman-type destroy- 
ers, five at Bath and five at 
Bethichem Steel's Fore river 
shipyard in Quincy, Mass. 

The Sherman will carry the 
latest in rapid-fire, radar-con- 
trolled five-inch and three-inch 
guns, homing torpedoes and 
anti-submarine weapons. Its top 
speed is a secret but it is ex- 
pected to exceed the present de- 
stroyer maximum of 35 knots. 

The crew of 350 will be among 
the most comfortable sailors in 
the Navy. Interior decorators 
and artists were consulted to 
make the Sherman as habitable 
as a warship can be.

Chiang, Leader of Chinese | 


Nationalists, Friendless 
Except for United States 


Got Two Billion Dollars in Grants and Credits From, 
1945 to 1949—Only Alternative Seen by U.S. Was 
Full-Scale Intervention and All-Out War in Asia— 
Chiang Highly Controversial Figure After Defeat.

HE actual value to the free world of Chiang Kai-shek and his Chinese 
Nationalist government has been a subject of hot dispute in the United 


States for a generation and more; a realistic appraisal is difficult as of 


today. 
generated more heat than light. 
which it is not easy to be objective. 

The Chinese Nationalists, now holding 
sway over Formosa, ay island 100 miles 
from the mainland they left in 1949, have 
the same view as many of their friends 
and enemies in America. They hold one 
cannot look at them objectively—one must 
be for them or against them. There is no 
middle ground. 

In a time of crisis, such as the present, 
an approach based so largely on emotion 
and sentimentalism is no help in analyz- 
ing the factors that should determine 
United States policy in the Far East. With 
that policy in the formative stage, and 
hearings on the mutual defense treaty with 
Formosa scheduled to start in a few days, 
it is particularly important that Americans 
understand the issues in so far as possi- 
ble. 


* *. * 


UNITED STATES FEELING toward 
China goes back to the childhood of many 
men now pondering the newest in a long 
series. of China crises. In debate on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's defend-Formosa reso- 
lution Senator Morse (Ind.),. Oregon, re- 
called that as a ehild he contributed pen- 
nies for China relief. Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, the party leader in the 
Senate and the most powerful Chiang sup- 
porter in Congress, said he did, too. 

This early indoctrination has contributed 
to America’s special feéling for the Chi- 
nese people. The fact that this feeling now 
is directed toward some 2,000,000 refugees 
on Formosa rather than to the more than 
500,000,000 people ‘on the mainland is 
mainly due to United States hatred of 
Communism. 

But the issue of Chiang is by no means 
simple. Other factors are involved. Two 
years ago Robert Sherrod, one of the out- 
standing journalistic experts’ on the Far 
East, wrote of Chiang in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post: 


“Here is the most controversial Asiat- 
fc in the history of American foreign 
relations. His is not only the story of 
30 turbulent years in power. It is a fight 
between Truman and MatArthur, Mc- 
Carthy against Gen. Marshall, McCar- 
‘ran against Owen Lattimore, Gen. Stil- 
well against Gen. Chennault, and a host 
of ex-Communists against various doc- 
tors of philosophy who spent their lives 
studying China—only to learn that the 
alternative was worse than Chiang him- 
self.” . 


Among those who have been most ef- 
fettive in presenting Chiang and his Gov- 
ernment favorably in America is Chiang’s 
wife, the former Mei-ling Soong, daughter 
of a.banker and'a 1917 graduate of Welles- 
ley College. Madame Chiang, a woman of 
personal charm, was a guest at the White 
House in the Roosevelt Administration but 
was not invited to the executive mansion 
in the Truman era. 


The so-called “China lobby” has been 


an effective pro-Chiang group in this coun- 
try. Three years ago Senator Morse tried 
to initiate a congressional investigation of 
the China lobby but did not succeed. The 
leader of this group is Alfred Kohlberg, a 
textile importer whose business suffered 
when Chiang was driven from the main- 
land. Kohlberg has assisted Senators 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, and Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. Both Senators 
aré strong Chiang partisans. The late Sen- 
ator McCarran (Dem:), Nevada, also was 
a fast friend of Chiang. 

Chiang himself is a slight man of 68, 
shaven-headed and imperious in bearing. 
Sherrod has said “he appears less hum- 
ble than any man I have ever met.” He 
is the undisputed boss of Formosa; if 
hé should disappear from the world 
scene there is no one to take his place, 
except perhaps his elder son, Lt. Gen. 
Chiang Ching-kuo, who is, in effect, the 
héad of Chiang’s secret police. 

Chiang’s. domain is about the size of 
Florida. It is not quite accurate to speak 
of it, as Senator Knowland does, as a 
major sovereign power. The total popula- 
tion is about 8,500,000, of which 1,500,000 
to 2,000,000 persons are Chinese who fled 
the mainland with Chiamg. The remainder 


are Formosans, mainly of Chinese stock, 


who lived for more than 50 years under a 
Japanese occupation that raised the stand- 
ard of living to the highest in the Orient 
outside of Japan. -Chiang’s military estab- 
lishment consists of about 400,000 men 
whose average age is approaching 30.

It is an emotional matter and one about 


000 Formosans, including many young men 
of promise. 

The Formosans were somewhat mollified 
when Chiang had Chen executed in front 
of 20,000 persons at Taipeh, the capital, in 
1950, and some observers think a substan- 
tial number of Formosans would fight for 
him today. In the last five years, with 
United States help, the Chiang adminis- 
tration has put into effect many reform 
measures aimed at aiding the peasants and 
building the economy. 

It is the perhaps 2,000,000 Nationalist 
Chinese on Formosa who figure in United 
States thinking. It is the Government's 
view that their morale must be sustained, 
as it has been over the past five years with 
slogans and propaganda proclaiming their 
intention to return to the mainland. The 
slogans now are beginning to wear a little 
thin, and for some time the realistic »Chi- 
nese have spoken in terms of “eventual” 
return to the mainland, sometime in the 
course of history.

IT IS HELD by the United States Gov- 
ernment that any sharp diplomatic or mili- 
tary rébuff to Chiang would cause a de- 
terioration in the morale of his soldiers 
and could-well lead to the disintegration 
of his army as an effective fighting force. 
Should this occur, it might be necessary to 
garrison Formosa with American troops if 
the Government held to its position that 
Formosa is a truly vital link in our Pa- 
cific defense chain. 


Chiang is valuable to the United States 
in that he has managed to hold his troops 
together and in that without him a large 
American-armed anti-Communist force 
probably would evaporate. That, at least, 
is the theory. 

Regardless of Chiang’s real value there 
are elements of the’ situation that put 
the United States in the position of 
“Damned if we do and damned if we 
don’t.” Whether for good or ill, the 
United States has supported Chiang for 
so long that repudiating him now prob- 
ably would lead to the Communist charge 
= America is not to be trusted, and 

ill discard its friends when expediency 
dlctetes. 

Americans in the Far East assert that 
to.win the confidence of Asians the 
United States must keep its pledged 
word. On the other side of the coin in 
this situation, however, is the fact that 
in all the world Chiang has no other 
friend than the United States. Sir Wins- 
ton Churchill has confessed being baf- 
fled by American feelings toward the 
Nationalists; the British regard the 
United States as eccentric in this re- 
spect. 

One question that haunts American pol- 
icy makers is whether it might not be bet- 
ter to dispose decently of Chiang in some 
way and put the United States in a less 
compromising pdsition with respect to per- 
suading the big nations of India, Indo- 
nesia and Burma to take sides with the 
west, In those countries Chiang is re- 
garded as a reactionary has-been. 

Formosa was not included in the South- 
east Asia Collective Defense Treaty 
(SEATO) for officially “unspecified rea- 
sons,” but among the reasons was the fact 
that Britain, a leading member of the 


treaty group, recognizes the Communist-' 


Government as the real rulers of China, 
while Chiang maintains the fiction that 
he is the real ruler of the mainland as 
well as of Formosa.

RESIDENT EISENHOWER in his message to the Congress Jan. 24 de- 
clared in the most unmistakable terms the intention of the United States 


to resist ‘‘in situations which are recognizable as parts of, or definite 
preliminaries to, an attack on the main positions of Formosa and the Pesca- 


dores.’’ 


“In unfriendly hands,” he declared, “it 
would create a breach in the island chain 
of. the Western Pacific that es, | 


for the United States and other free na- 


tions, the geographic backbone of our se- 
curity structure in that ocean.” 

“In addition,” he continued, “this breach 
would interrupt north-south communica- 
tions between other tmportant elements of 
that barrier, and damage the economic life 
of countries friendly to us.” 

The barrier that the President re- 
ferred to is the chain of islands, 3000 
miles long from north to south, which 
includes the Japanese Islands, the 
Ryukus, Formosa and the Philippines. 
The United States and its allies on these 
islands are in the process of making the 
chain into a forward air warning and 
air defense line, 46 prevent Communist 
aircraft from projecting their operations 
eastward over the Pacific islands. 

From naval bases on Japan, Formosa and 


the Philippines Communist shipping and 
warships can be bottled up and denied ac- 


cess to the ocean.

UNOFFICIAL PROPOSALS that a 
United Nations trusteeship be established 
over Formosa have been advanced. The 
idea has been commented on in the Brit- 
ish and American press. Both the Com- 
munist Chinese and the Nationalists op- 
pose a trusteeship for similar reasons. The 
Communists claim the territory as their 
own and the Nationalists claim they are 
the legal government of China. 

The trusteeship would have to be pro- 
posed in the Security Council of the United 
Nations. Nationalist, China is a permanent 
member of the Security Council and has 
the right to veto the proposal. The idea 
therefore has no chance of success. 

A trusteeship might or might not con- 
stitute a break in the island barrier that 
the President stressed as so important. It 
would depend upon the trustee and the 
nature of the trusteeship, _ 

If the United States were trustee, it 
would be allowed to take whatever steps 
were necessary to protect Formosa from 
invasion. This would include base rights 
‘and the right to station armed forces 
on the island. a hostile trustee, such 
as the Soviet Union, were proposed, 
Nationalist China would veto the pro- 


posal. 

High Administration sources arguing for 
support of the resolution empowering the 
President to take appropriate military ac- 
tion to defend Formosa have stated that it 
might. be necessary to use United States 


of the Philippines and is near enough so 
that fighters can fly cover over an opera- 
tion against the Philippines. 

The moral importance of holding For- 
mosa is greater than its strategic value. 
No ally in the Far East would trust United 
States friendship if Formosa were allowed 
to fall inte Communist hands. The weak 
Eastern states would fall over themselves 
to make the best deal possible with Com- 
munism. 

Looking toward the future, if one 
imagines that the Red Chinese will 
eventually have atomic weapons and a 
strong air force, Formosa will become 
unusable as a base. It is sé close to the 
mainland that it can get only six min- 
utes’ air warning of jet aircraft heading 
toward it, 

As a base it would be’ untenable; that is, 
the military facilities could be destroyed 
to such a degree that it would be neutral- 
ized as an operational base. That does not 
mean, however, that it would be easy to 
invade even then. It could be held and 
supported by supplies from the Philip- 
pines, the Ryukus and Japan. 

From the Communist viewpoint, For- 
mosa is more important to them stra- 
tegically, than it is to us. They see it as 
the jump-off point of an invasion of the 
mainland, 

At the same time they are developing 
a moral issue concerning it by claiming 
that it is Chinese territory and the Ameri- 
can aggressors who now occupy it must 
be dispossessed. They disregard the fact 
that it has not been in Chinese hands 
since 1895 when the island was taken by 
Japan. 

They also overlook its international 
status. It was conquered by the United 
States from Japan and its status is to be 
settled by the peace treaty which has yet 
to be negotiated.

IF FORMOSA were in Communist hands, 


it would be easily possible for the United 
States to neutralize it and make it impos- 
sible for the Communists to use it as an 
offensive base. It was. neutralized in the 
last war by several large carrier air strikes 
and the United States planned to by-pass 
it on the way to the invasion of Japan. 
While Formosa is important stratezi- 
cally in war, it is not vital. It could be 
dispensed with. The moral aspect of pro- 
tecting our ally there and of preventing 
a successful act of aggression and_ breach 
of the peace by the Company is even 
more important. 

The protection of Forssien has been 
considered a minor military burden. When 
it was first undertaken by President Tru- 
man when the Korean war started, the 
Chinese Reds had no air force and no 
navy. Their air force has now been built 
up to the fourth largest in the world. 

It is a short range air force, but it has 
enough light bombers to c out sub- 
stantial bombing operations over Formosa. 
Its MIG-15s are interceptors and their 
range is so short that they are not suitable, 
although they can be used, to fly cover 
over operations on Formosa.

China Treaty Legalizes 
Pacific Defense Policy 


Importance Lies in Formal Commitment to Take Mili- 
tary Action to Defend Chiang Regime, Now Promised 
Only in Eisenhower Resolution, Which Is Subject to 
Change—Off-Shore Islands.in Question.

HE close relationship between Nationalist China and the United States, 
which has been one of the most troubling factors in formulating Ameri- 
is being formalized in a mutual defense pact.

This is attributed to the belicf by many 
Senators that after Congress overwhelm- 
ingly approved the Formosa Resolution the 
treaty with Chiang Kai-shek is a mere 
formality. The Eisenhower resolution com- 
mits the United States to defend Formosa 
and the Pescadores and “other related 
territories” should their defense be neces- 
sary in protecting Chiang’s island bastion. 
For nearly five years the Seventh Fleet 
has been patroling the Formosa strait 
under the order of former President Tru- 
man to insure against a Communist attack. 
That is the fact which is in effect now

But the treaty is a mutual commit- 
ment, and for the Nationalist Chinese 
this is an important distinction. The 
Eisenhower resolution is a unilateral 
statement of policy subject to alteration 
at any time that American policy-makers 
wish to change it. 

As with most such treaties, the defense

WHETHER THE TREATY will make 
any real difference in the relationship 
with Chiang is questionable. That relation- 
ship was a headache for the previous Ad- 
ministration and it is proving to be a head- 
ache for this one. The generalissimo has 
powerful and articulate supporters in this 
country, of whom the Republican leader 
in the Senate, Senator William F. Know- 
land of California, is only one of the most 
conspicuous. They would go all the way 
with Chiang, this being evident in Know- 
land’s determination to resist any bargain- 
ing over the small islands held by the 
Nationalists, which are almost within 
swimming distance of the Chinese main- 
land. 

But the doubts over America’s course 
in formalizing this link with Chiang will 
persist. As was pointed out during the 
debate on the Formosa resolution, there is 
an important discrepancy between the 
treaty and the resolution. The latter puts 
the umbrella of American protection over 
“other related territories,” a phrase in- 
terpreted to mean the offshore islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu. The treaty is restrict- 
ed solely to Formosa and the Pescadores. 
_ In the belief, however, of those who 
are shepherding the treaty through the 
Senate this discrepancy means little in 
view of another provision in the treaty. 
This is to the effect that its terms can 
be extended to “such other territories 
as may be determined by mutual agree- 
ment.” Thus if Chiang should hold out 
against giving up Quemoy and Matsu, 
with the backing of Knowland and the 
other Chiang supporters in this country, 
the provisions of the treaty could be 

stretched to cover those islands. 

During the debate on the resolution the 
discrepancy was pointed out by Senator 
Harry F. Byrd, Democrat of Virginia, one 
of the leading conservatives in the Senate, 
in a remarkable statement which he put 
in the record. An Eisenhower supporter 
who declared his intention of voting for 
the resolution, Byrd nevertheless sharply 
challenged the treaty commitment to Chi- 
ang. He said: 

“Can we underwrite the conduct and 
operations of Nationalist Chinese garri- 


.sons in their day-to-day, hour-to-hour 
contacts with a militarily aggressive ene- 
my? Should we obligate ourselves for 
whatever force is necessary to maintain 
these garrisons in their extremely ex- 
posed positions? 

“It is probable that day by day for 
years to come there will be conflict 
between troops on these offshore islands 
and the Communist regime. When some- 
one attacks you from within six or eight 
miles, you return the fire and counter- 
attack. This means war, and in this in- 
stance almost necessarily involves land 
operations. Such circumstances are 
virtually certain to open wide the door 
for a shooting war on the mainland of 
China with all of its disastrous conse- 
quences.” 


Byrd offered his statement in connection 
with his vote in favor of an amendment 


which would have stricken from the For- 
| mosa resolution the phrase “other related 
Merl 


and would thereby have elim- 

ated responsibility for defense of the 
mr islands. But the Senator from 
Virginia went on to raise these doubts 
about the mutual defense pact: 


‘.. If the pending treaty is ratified, 
we would enter into close partnership, on 
equal terms, with Chiang Kai-shek, the 
undisputed leader of the Republic of 
China. It was Chiang Kai-shek to whom 
America sent hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars worth of war materials when the civil 
war began in China. Later our valuable 
war materials were found not only in the 
black markets of China but also in the 
hands of the Communists. 


“We are becoming a partner with the 
leader of Chinese who have been driven 
from their country. Our purpose is to 
protect the perimeter of our defense. 
Above all, we do not want land warfare 
on the mainland of China. But the primary 
desire of Chiang Kai-shek is war on the 
mainland to recapture his power in Asia. 

“For his purposes, Chiang Kai-shek 
knows better than anyone else that he can 
never set foot on China again without 
American planes, troops and ships. As a 
Senator, it is my considered opinion that 
Chiang Kai-shek is motivated by self-inter- 
est; that when the critical time comes he 
may place his ambitions above the welfare 
of his American partner.”

LEGAL AND TECHNICAL arguments 
against the treaty were advanced in a 
memorandum prepared by Benjamin V, 
Cohen, of the famous Corcoran and Cohen 
team, and circulated confidentially among 
Democratic Senators. The Cohen memo- 
randum emphasized that formal ratifica- 
tion of occupation of Formosa by Chiang 
as head of the Republic of China would - 
give the Communists a legal justification 
for protesting that America was interven- 
ing in a Chinese civil war. The legal right 
of the Chinese to Formosa has never been 
established in any postwar document de- 
spite the Cairo declaration in 1943 that 
the Allies would restore the island to 
China. 


The Cohen memorandum also points out 
that nothing in the treaty, would prevent 
Chiang from attacking the mainland and 
thereby involving the United States in 
war. This is covered, however, in an ex- 
change of letters filed with the treaty as 
protocols to it. In that exchange between 
Formosa and Washington, it is stated that 
neither side is obligated to give military 
assistance if military action is taken with- 
out prior consultation between the two 
partners to the pact. 

Senators who might be expected to 
question the lack of such a provision in 
the treaty believe the Ietters contain a 
sufficient guarantee that Chiang will 
not move without American approval. 
Here again the Formosa resolution has 
superseded the treaty. President Eisen- 
hower has the power to collaborate with 
Chiang’s forces anywhere in the For- 
mosa strait under any circumstances.

There is one first-class, non-segre- 
gated restaurant in addition to the 
University of Missouri facilities, all 
of which are open to all students 
and faculty members and their 
guests. 

If we had a daughter, we could 
encourage her to join a girls’ organ- 
ization that follows a completely non- 
segregated policy including the op- 
eration of a summer camp on that 
basis. ; 

When our elder son enters ele- 
mentary school next year, he will 
begin enjoying the opportunities of- 
fered by a school system operating 
on a By onre M basis through 
the university level. 

These changes represent progress 
in private organizations, public insti- 
tutions, and commercial establish- 
ments.

Another War to Stay Out Of 


Eight months ago, when some military leaders 
in the United States were all for getting this 
country involved in the Indochina war, the Post- 
Dispatch described that tragic, draining conflict 
as “a war to stay out of.” We think the time has 
now come to describe the Chinese civil war in 
the same plain terms. The Chinese war also is a 
war to stay out of. 

The danger of becoming involved in the Chi- 
nese civil war is all the greater now that Chiang 
Kai-shek has decided that he wants to evacuate 
the Tachen islands and needs the help of the 
United States in doing so. The President has 
ordered the Seventh Fleet to fulfill Chiang’s re- 
quest and this means that our vessels are going 
into Clifinese coastal waters in which the civil 
war is being waged. ’ 

If the Chinese Communists allow the evacua- 
tion to proceed peaceably there should be no 
harm to our ships or aircraft or the personnel 
on them. But if fighting breaks out in the re- 
deployment, this country could easily be the 
victim of an inflammatory incident and thus 
drawn into the long struggle between the two 
Chinas. 

This hazardous development follows in the 
train of the President’s special message and 
overwhelming passage in Congress of the resolu- 
tion of authority for which he asked. In his 
message Mr. Eisenhower said that while he did 
not suggest enlargement of our “defensive obli- 
gations beyond Formosa and the Pescadores,” he 
believed “the danger of armed attack directed 
against that area compels us to take into account 
closely related localities.” 

This special message and the act of Congress 
in passing the Richards-George resolution imple- 
menting it have had two contradictory results. 

One result is to further the cause of peace. 
Peace is furthered to the extent that the message 
served as a clear warning that the United States 
will defend Formosa as part of a Far Eastern 
protective chain, including Japan, Okinawa and 
the Philippines, against Communism’s spread. 


How Far Are We to Go? 


But there is also the opposite result. The 

message and the resolution added to the uncer- 
tainties that already existed about the Far East. 
Thus they increased the risk of war. This in- 
creased risk arises from the fact that the message 
and the resolution went beyond the defense of 
Formosa and the Pescadores and, in a vague 
way, referred to closely “related” areas. These 
last three words were widely interpreted to in- 
clude not only the Nationalist-held Tachen is- 
lands and the Quemoy and Matsu island groups, 
but also areas of concentration of Communist 
troops, war planes and ships on the mainland. 
' Some members of Congress read this as an 
indication that the Eisenhower Administration 
might be considering “preventive war” against 
the Chinese Communists. These Senators and 
Representatives wondered whether the request 
for the resolution was in part designed to obtain 
the approval of Congress in advance for a pos- 
sible strike that the military might consider 
necessary against the Chinese mainland. 

President Eisenhower was quick to recognize 
the gravity of these concerns. While the resolu- 
tion was under debate in the Senate, he sought 
to reassure Congress and the country by saying 
that he alone would make any decision to use 
our ferces beyond the defense of Formosa. 

These pledges were reassuring in so far as 
the President’s course was concerned, but they 
did not remove all the areas of doubt. In fact 
Mr. Eisenhower himself cdnfirmed the existence 
of this uncertainty at his latest press conference, 
on Wednesday. He said.in effecé that the United 
States would use its forces to protect Formosa 
and the Pescadores. He‘then déclined to answer 
as to Quemoy and Matsu. 


Uncertain Policy as to Quemoy 


The President and his staff have access to 
military intelligence that properly is denied to 
the rest of us. It may be that he has good rea- 
son for keeping silent at this time on the United 
States’s intentions concerning these small coastal 
islands that are both geographically and histori- 
cally part of mainland China. 

The appearance at least is different. The ap- 
pearance is that this silence with respect to 
Quemoy and Matsu is a continuation of what 
Secretary Dulles described some months ago as a 
policy of keeping the other side “guessing.” 

If this is all the policy there is on Quemoy 
and Matsu, then it happens that the people of 
the United States and their friends in the free 
world are kept guessing no less than our possi- 
ble enemies. From this confusion and doubt 
arises the continuing fear of ‘an unnecessary in- 
volvement of the United States in the Far East. 

Let us assume that the situation in the Chi- 
nese civil war is as it appears to be. Then 
Chiang’s Nationalist soldiers on Formosa cannot 
by themselves ever hope to invade the Chinese 
mainland. Neither can Mao Tse-tung’s Commu- 
nist forces, however much the Peiping propa- 
gandists bluster, now or in the immediate future, 
attack and capture Formosa. If this is the situa- 
tion, and there are sound reasons to believe it 
is, then a United States policy of non-involve- 
ment in the Chinese civil war takes form. 

The first element in this policy of non-involve- 
ment is not to be maneuvered into losing one or 
more vessels of the Seventh Fleet, or supporting 
aircraft, and their personnel, while Chiang’s 
evacuation of the Tachens proceeds. 


Danger in the Defense Treaty 


Chiang Kai-shek was our ally in World War II 
and that is reason enough to sympathize with 
him in his concern for his men on islands that 
lie so close to the Communist mainland. We may 
hope that he will get his personnel and equip- 
ment off the Tacheps, but not at the price of 
involving this country in wir. 

The second element.in this policy of non- 
involvement is to be careful not to become 
caught up in the still more dangerous zones of 
Quemoy and Matsu just off the mainland. 


The speculation that the United States might 
help redeploy Chiang’s troops from the Tachens 
in order to strengthen his forces on Quemoy and 
Matsu envisions a maneuver that is doubly dan- 
gerous. In such a ferrying operation, a United 
States naval vessel would run the risk of being 
destroyed at the Tachens, at Quemoy or Matsu 
or anywhere en route between them. 

The third major element in a policy of non- 
involvement, so the Post-Dispatch-believes, is re- 
jection by the Senate of the mutual defense 
treaty between the United States and Chiang. 

This proposed treaty, which Secretary of State 
Dulles signed last Dec. 2, was ratified unani- 
mously by Chiang’s refugee assembly Jan. 14. It 
is pending in the Senate committee, where it 
carries strong indorsement by the President. 

We are fully aware of the arguments for rati- 
fying this treaty. Approval by the Senate would 
\ atari the morale of Chiang and his troops. Con- 


versely disapproval would seriously embarrass 


them in the eyes of their Communist enemies. | 


These considerations of morale are important. 
However, they are not the only considerations. 


If the United States becomes a treaty partner — 


with Chiang he is our colleague for better or 
worse. . 
ruption on the mainland and brutality. on For- 
mosa, he might deliberately provoke a military 
aggression that would involve our forces. 

There is some protection for us in the provi- 
sion that either party can, on a year’s notice, 
abrogate the treaty. But long before abrogation 
could take effect, an act of war might occur. 

A letter exchange, filed with the treaty, states 
that neither. side is obligated to give military

tory not Chiang.” But we do not trust him and 


we do not think that the President or the Amer-. 


ican people should trust him. Chiang's opposi- 
tion at this moment td a cease-fire is warning 
not to join with him fn ’a mutual defense treaty. 


Between Imperfect Alternatives 


The choice is between imperfect alternatives 
and we think it is the wiser, sounder course to 
take the alternative that is more likely to turn out 
better for the United States and the free world. 

Therefore we propose: ' 

First, that while the United Stateg should not 
in any way weaken its warning to Communist 
China to keep hands off Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores, this country make it a strict policy not to 
run risks, in the waters of the coastal islands, 
likely to involve the United States in war. : 


Second, that the possibility of achieving a 


cease-fire be explored to the fullest notwith- 
standing the denunciations of a truce by Chiang 
and the rejection by Chou En-lai, Chinese Com- 
munist diplomat, of a U.N. cease-fire conference, 
except on extreme terms that Chiang could not 
accept. Inside the U.N. or on the outside, through 
some such grouping as the British common- 
wealth states which met at Colombo, Ceylon, the 
search for a fair cease-fire formula must go on. 
Third, that plans be undertaken for an even- 
tual solution of the problem of Formosa as an 
international responsibility. This might take the 
form of a U.N. trusteeship. It might evolve as an 
international protectorate under the watchful 
eyes of the nations of Southeast Asia which re- 
cently concluded a defense pact for their part of 
the world similar to NATO for the Atlantic area. 
This might well mean that the United States 
would be forced to send troops to Formosa to 
participate in an fhternational army. But by 
some means Formosa’s integrity must be secured 
for the Formosan people either through the U.N. 
or other international agency. If the prospect 
does not look too bright, we must not forget that 
the U.N. stopped military aggression in Korea. 


Problem of Chiang’s Troops 


Fourth, that the difficult question of the dis- 
position of Chiang’s troops (in the event of a 
cease-fire and the securing of Formosa) be ap 
proached as a matter. similar to the problem of 
the prisoner exchange following the Korean 
war. Some of Chiang’s troops doubtless would 
be glad to return to the mainland and their 
homes and families if they had the opportunity. 
Others could not return without being killed. 

Fifth, that a climate be developed which would 
enable the free world to place trust in pledges 
from the Communist side—something not now 
possible. This would require the observance by 
the Communists of the truce in Korea. It would 
require the freeing of American and other U.N. 
' personnel now held in prison. It would require 
full respect by the Communists for the integrity 
of the remaining free areas of Indochina and 
observance of a cease-fire in the Chinese civil 
‘war if a tpuce should be worked out. 

Conceivably these steps, if taken in fully dem- 
onstrated good faith, could lead.to the eventual 
admission of the Peiping Government to the 
U.N. as the government-in-fact of China. The 


very thought of Communist China at the UN. is’ 


repugnant to Americans who have been out- 
raged repeatedly by Red Chinese inhumanity. 

Yet admission of the Chinese Communist Gov- 
ernment to the U.N. would be no more than 
recognition of a geographical reality that can 
be seen from looking at the map. It would not 
mean approval of the inhumane acts of Red 
China any more than the presence of the Soviet 
Union at the U.N. means our indorsement of 
the Kremlin and its totalitarian rule. 


LU psetting to Senator Knowland 


Admission of the Peiping Government to the 
U.N. would come, if it ever came, only after a 
demonstration that Red China had learned the 
meaning of peaceful co-existence. No less a per- 
son than John Foster Dulles himself made a 
statement last March of the terms under which 
Red China might conceivably enter the U.N. 

Some of these proposals will be anathema to 
Chiang. Some of them will bring outcries from 
Senator Knowland of California, who has been 
Chiang’s chief apologist in the Senate for nearly 
10 years. Admittedly they run the risk of sharp- 
ening the foreign policy division within the 


President’s party in Congress. This is regret- . 


table, but it is‘a political fact that the Eisen- 
hower Administration must face sooner or later. 

No American citizen who cares for the future 
of his country wants the Communist areas of 
the world to spread further. He does not want 
appeasement. He does not want a Munich in the 
Far East. And he is ready if necessary to fight 
to keep Communist aggressors from taking over 
vital areas that could be used as stepping stones, 

Neither does the citizen want a hydrogen 
bomb in his backyard as the result of some 


“Wholly unnecessary incident. And the unguarded 
', trigger that might put that bomb in his back- 


‘yard is thousands of miles away in the Far East. 


Pressures on the President 


The pressures on President Eisenhower for 


deeper involvement are tremendous. They come 
from his highest military leader, Adm, Radford, 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and other 
officers of high rank. To his great credit, the 
President has registed these pressures up to now. 

A year ago the President said the free nations 
should do what they can to “work out a practical 
way of getting along” in the world. In this new 
crisis that still must be our goal. 

The President needs the benefit of public opin- 
fon to enable him to resist the continuing pres- 
sures for involvement. He needs more than ever 
the country’s help in working out that practical 
way of “getting along.” 

What this country may be required to do in 
connection with an eventual defense af Formosa, 
no one can foretell. But the Chinese civil war, 
as it swirls about the small coastal islands—the 
Tachens, Quemoy and Matsu—is another war to 
Stay out of. 
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ISLANDS THAT DO NOT RATE A WAR 


We Nearly Went to War Three Times Last Year

Three times within the past 10 
months, the United States stood on the 
brink of war with the Communists in 
the Far East. 

Three times the proposal of war in 
the Orient was advanced in the highest 
councils of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. Twice is was rejected. Once it 
was abandoned—but only after a veto 
by Great Britain. ’ 

Last .April, America came to the 
threshold of war to save Indochina from 
the Communist forces of Ho Chi Minh, 
a venture that might or might not have 
involved us in hot war with Red China, 


In September, the United States was 
but inches away from a decision to go 
to war to prevent the little island of 
Quemoy, off the Chinese mainland, from 
falling into Communist hands. 

In November, America was stayed 
from a naval and air blockade of Red 
China—an act of war—by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State John Foster. Dulles. 


The Crisis at Dien Bien Phu 


History may credit a number of men 
with helping to keep America out of 
war in the last 10 months. They were 
Eisenhower, Dulles, Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway, Anthony Eden and even, curi- 
ously, Jawaharlal Nehru of India. 

The strongest voice for peace was 
that of President Eisenhower. Whether 
his decisions for peace were right or 
wrong is a matter of violent dispute in 
the nation’s capital. “Thank God for 
Eisenhower,” says one Democratic Sen- 
ator who was consulted during the Indo- 
china crisis. “Ike has but postponed 
the day of reckoning,” says another well- 
briefed legislator, who believes that the 
United States has taken the downhill 
path of appeasement. 

Right or wrong, Ike weighted the bal- 
ances for peace in the secret councils 
and the public eye. Without President 
Eisenhower, hundreds of thousands of 
American boys today might be plowing 
across the Pacific in Army transports. 

The men who urged war were sincere 
and dedicated leaders who believed that 
bold American action would check the 
Communists without plunging the na- 
tion into all-out land war with Red 
China. Ike believed otherwise. 

Here is the inside story of how the 
United States looked into the pit of war 
—and turned away. 

Last March, the Communist warriors 
of Ho Chi Minh besieged the French 
fortress of Dien Bien Phu in tremendous 
strength, seeking a knockout blow, 

Six days later, Gen. Paul Ely, French 
Chief of Staff, arrived in Washington 
and secretly informed United States 
leaders that American intervention was 
needed to save Indochina. 

Adm. Arthur ‘W. Radford, a carrier 
and airpower naval officer and chair- 
man of the Jdéint Chiefs of Staff, advo- 
cated United States intervention 
through a carrier strike from the U.S.S. 


Essex and Boxer, both then in the Gulf - 


of Tonkin, and by Air Force bombers 


‘from ‘the Philippines. Radford had long 


favored a display of force in Asia. 
Then the Quemoy Question 

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Army 
Chief of Staff and former Korean com- 


mander, declared himself flatly against 


American intervention. He declared that 


an air strike would lead inevitably to 
action by American troops. 


‘He con- 
tended that his limited army could 
not fight in the jungles of Indochina 
short of all-out mobilization at home. 
Adm. Robert B. Carney, Chief of 
Naval Operations, and Gen. Nathan F. 
Alr Force Chief of Staff, took 
Greene between Radford and 
Ridgway. They expressed belief that an 
air strike would be effective in 
Dien Bien Phu, but doubted the aerial 
blow alone could win the war for the 
French. é 
Radford took his reeommendation 
for intervention to the National. Se- 


curify Council. President Eisenhower . 


accepted Radford’s opinion that an air 
strike would be effecfive but quickly 
laid down the rule that the United 
States would intervene only if joined

by other allies. In the circumstances, 
“other allies’ meant Britain. 

The Secretary of State flew to Lon- 
don and Paris in mid-April, got British 
and French agreement to proceed with 
united action talks. A communique was 
issued, after Sir Winston Churchill him- 
self made penciled changes. 

Back in Washington, Dulles arranged 
an eight-power conference on methods 
of stopping the Reds in Indochina. On 
Easter Sunday, however, Sir Roger 
Makins, the British Ambassador, called 
Dulles at home to say he had been in- 
structed not to attend the talks. Angry 
at the apparent British retreat, Dulles 
changed the meeting into a 16-power 
Korean peace conference as a face- 
saving device. 

The transatlantic maneuvering gener- 
ated terrific tensions behind the scenes. 
At one congressional briefing, a Repuh- 
lican legislator blurted out to Dulles, 
“You're either a liar or Eden is a dou- 
ble-crosser.” Dulles vowed he had told 
the exact truth, that London suddenly 
had switched signals on him. 

On April 25, the British Cabinet met 
in emergency session and decided fin- 
ally against military action in Indo- 
china. The decision was relayed to 
Dulles in Paris by Anthony Eden. 
United States officials learned that 
Nehru in India had influenced the Brit- 
ish Cabinet’s decision by voicing vio- 
lent objection to British-American mili- 
tary action in Indochina. 

Radford flew from Paris to London 
the next day, conferred with British 
leaders in an effort to arrange some 


¢ 
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other joint action in Indochina. But his 
mission failed. This ended all thought 
by United States leaders of intervening. 

Two months after the Indochina 

armistice was signed in Geneva, July 
21, the United States again moved to 
the edge of war in the Orient. This 
time, the Joint Chiefs proposed that 
America go it alone. 
_ In early September, Red Chinese 
artillery began shelling the Nationalist 
Chinese island of Quemoy, a few miles 
off the Asiatic mainland and about 125 
miles from Formosa. 

The American Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
fearing preparations for the long-prom- 
ised Red invasion of Formosa had be- 
gun, met at the Pentagon. They decided 
to urge President Eisenhower to use 
the Seventh Fleet to thwart an invasion 
of Quemoy, should it develop. 

The Joint Chiefs split three-to-one 
in the recommendation. Radford, Car- 
ney and Twining favored American 
strafing and bombing alongside Chiang’s 
planes if a Red invasion of Quemoy 
got under way. Ridgway opposed it. 

Dulles was in Manila, signing the 
Asian _ collective - defense 
treaty. He cabled that he had two ques- 
tions: 1. Was Quemoy essential to the 
defense of Formosa (which the United 
States is committed to defend)? 2. Was 
Quemoy itself defendable? 

Dulles got the answers to his ques- 
tions from Radford. Quemoy could be 
defended, but Quemoy was not abse- 


: layed 


lutely essential; to the defense of For- 
mosa. Dulles then took a stand against 
any iron-clad assurance to Chiang that 
we would help defend Quemoy. Vice 
President Nixon also opposed American 
aid for Quemoy. 

President Eisenhower in the end de- 
cided that we would make no definite 
commitment to Chiang to defend 
Quemoy. On the other hand, if the Reds 
attacked Quemoy in force as an ob- 
vious prelude to an invasion of For- 
mosa, we would be free to strike 
if we wished. President Eisenhower 
cast his deciding vote against war, 


Barely two months later, strong men 
in the Administration and the Repub- 
lican party again propelled the United 
States toward war with Red China. 


Third Decision Against War 


In late November, the Chinese Com- 
munists announced they had imprisoned 
as spies 11 U.S. airmen and two civil- 
ians, captured in the Korean war. 


Senate Republican Leader William F. 
Knowlarid of California had called for 
a naval blockade so tight that “no ves- 
sel can get in or out of China until 
these Americans dre released.” He was 
backed by other Republicans. 


Dulles decided to call the President, 
who was in Augusta, Ga., for Thanks- 
giving, but the President got him first. 
They talked for 15 minutes and agreed 
that a blockade would be an act of war, 
that America should not commit its 
armed might in response to a carefully 
Snow “provocative” act by the Commu- 
nists. 

Dulles sketched a proposed revision 
of his scheduled speech in Chicago 
Monday night and Ike approved it. 
As he sat on a bench beside a tee, 
the President made a few changes and 
approved the rest. The speech flatly 
rejected a blockade. 


The decision again was against war. 


Twice in 1954, the President turned 
down proposals that America fight Red 
China. Once he approved war action, 
but only on condition that our allies 
join us—they never did. 

In the search for peace, an American 
President must finger many tools. Once 
Ike used the hammer. To understand 
the peace quest of recent months, it is 
necessary to go back two years—to the 
time when Ike got tough. 

On Dec. 8, 1952, the heavy cruiser 
Helena rolled in the seas off Wake Is- 
land, carrying President-elect Eisen- 
hower from Guam to Hawaii after his 
promised post-election trip to Korea. A 
helicopter brought aboard Secretary of 
State-designate Dulles and other future 
Cabinet members. For the better part 
of three days, Ike and Dulles discussed 
the Korean conflict. 

Ike took the firm position that “this 
war must end.” Dulles agreed. Ameri- 
can casualties then had mounted to 128.- 
000, including 22,000 killed. .. 

Ike and Dulles reached a basic de 
cision. If the Reds did not come to 
terms, the United States would bomb 
the new industrial complex of Man- 
churia above.the then-sacred Yalu river 
and smash Red China’s will to fight. 


‘A Tough Policy Paid Off 


By May, 1953, the truce talks still 
drifted in the Communist doldrums. 


Ike decided the time had come to let 
Red China know we meant business.

In the past the 
fault has not been with Con- 
gress. The fault has been, in| 
my opinion, with the procedure 
whereby the needs of the courts 
are not fully presented to the 
entire Congress and the people. 

“It is especially important to 
have a strong and dynamic ju- 
diciary at a time in history when 
we are engaged in a ceaseless 
struggle for the minds of men. 
The greatest single concept of

Non-Partisan Approach. 

When the Democratic Con- 
gress convened last month, the 
non-partisan approach to the 
plan was exemplified by the in- 
troduction of resolutions by 
Democratic Senator Hartley M.

4. Inadequate appropriations 
by Congress, with consequent 
crippling of the work of the 
courts. 

Data gathered by the judicial 
conference show that in the 86 
Federal district courts the median 
time interval in 1954 from the 
filing to the disposition of civil 
cases was 13.5 months, but this 
does not give the complete pic- 
ture. In the Southern District 
of New York the interval was 
45 months—almost four years— 
and in the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania, which includes 
Philadelphia, it was 24.7 months. 
In some jurisdictions, notably in 
Virginia, the median was around 
eight months. 

In the year ending July 1, 
1954, the Federal district courts 
disposed of 93,161 cases, but left 
pending an additional 78,531. 
This backlog accumulated over 
the years, but in recent years 
is increasing and at a higher 
rate. For example, in the last 
three years, the backlog of crim- 
inal cases increased 31 per cent, 
and the backlog of civil cases 
by 23 per cent. At last year’s 
rate, it would take all of the 
district court judges 10 months 
merely to eliminate the backlog 
without touching current busi- 
ness, 

Shortage of Judges. 

The major cause for the law’s 
delay, according to Deputy At- 
torney General Rogers, is short- 
age of judges. This results, he 
says, from the reluctance of the 
judicial conference to recom- 
mend the creation of new judge- 
ships, the slowness of Congress 
in acting favorably on the rec- 
ommendations, the time taken 
by the President in filling vacan- 
cies and the political wrangles 
that frequently develop in the 
Senate on the confirmation of 
White House’ recommendations. 

Of the 54 judgeships created 
since 1945 on recommendation 
of the conference, only 6 were 
created in the year in which the 
recommendation was made, 23 
were not created until the fol- 
lowing year, nine were not cre- 
ated until two years later; 12 
until three years later; four un- 
til four years later and three 
until five years later. 

Even when Congress created 
new judgeships, it has not ap- 
propriated adequate funds for 
their necessary expenses. In 
the budget for the current fiscal 
year, Congress appropriated only 
for the staffs of 15 judges al- 
though 30 new judgeships were 
created. While the conference 
recommended $450,000 for in- 
creased expenses for. travel, 
communications, printing con- 
tracts, equipment and supplies, 
this amount was reduced to 
$283,000. : 

Few Fully Informed. 

eg i ho gn for the courts 
are handled by subcommittees 
of the Appropriations Committee 
and legislation for new judge- 
ships is handled by subcommit- 
tees on the Judiciary Commit- 
tees. In other words, out of the 
531 Senators and Representa- 
tives, only a small group are 
intimately informed on _ the 
needs of the judicial branch. If 
the Chief Justice addresses a 
joint session, all the members 
‘of Congress would have an op- 
portunity to hear him and pre- 
sumably would give more attcn- 
tion to legislation affecting the 
judicial branch. 

At present, the principal pres-

Three Narrow Escapes. 


At least three times in the 
postwar decade Khrushchev got 
himself out of dangerous spots. 
His first crisis came in 1947 
when he was still in the Ukraine 
as head of the party and govern- 
ment there for Stalin. It was a 
hard year. The republic’s indus- 
try was devastated by the war. 
Drouth had ravaged its farms. 
Discontent was rife and partisan 
warfare had broken out in some 
districts. Stalin removed Khrush- 


chev from his party chieftain- 
ship and sent his top trouble- 
shooter, Lazar Kaganovich, to 
take charge. This was a serious 
blow at Khrushchev’s prestige, 
but he lived through it. In De- 
cember 1947 he got his party job 
back again. 


His second crisis came in 1951 
when he was in Moscow as a 
secretary of the Central Com- 
mittee. He had launched a pro- 
gram to tighten central control 
over the _ nation’s. collective 
farms, and he over-reached him- 
self. He advocated nothing less 
than a complete resettlement of 
Soviet farmers into “agrocities” 
as he called them. This proved a 
premature move and an exceed- 
ingly unpopular one, Khrush- 
chev was forced to admit his 
errors. But again he bounced 
back with no serious injuries. 
Presumably he had Stalin’s trust 
and confidence. 


It was in June 1953 that his 
most serious moment came. Pow- 
erful Lavrenty Beria had raided 
far into Khrushchev’s territory 
and secured nothing less than 
the dismissal in disgrace of 
Khrushchev’s own protege, Le- 
onid Melnikov, whom Khrush- 
chev had made the party boss in 
the Ukraine. 


This was a major challenge. 
Had Krushchev failed to an- 
swer effectively, it would have 
been ‘his end. But Premier 
Georgi Malenkov threw in with 
Khrushchev. Beria was arrested 
and charged with treason, and 
Khrushchev’s importance was 
enhanced many times. 

His Prestige Soars. 

Since then Khrushchev’s star 
has risen steadily. On his sixti- 
eth birthday, April 17, 1954, 
fulsome messages of praise to 
him from abroad were published 
in the Soviet press, reminiscent 
in their tone of telegrams sent 
to Stalin in his lifetime. 

From September 1953 on it 
was Khrushchev who made the 
most important public §state- 
ments in the U.S.S.R. He gave

Plagued by Communists. 

He was still plagued by the 
Communists, however, who 
claimed he had failed to earry 
out Sun’s principles. The Com- 
munists established themselves 
with a capital at Yenan and be- 
gan to call for Chinese unity 
against the Japanese, who 
seized Manchuria in 1931. In 
1936 Chiang was forced to make 
a truce with the Communists to 
fight the Japanese, but the 
truce was uneasy and short- 
lived. 

With the attack on Pearl 
Harbor the United States be- 
gan a series of efforts to — 
improve Nationalist-Commu- 
nist relations. This included 
the futile mission of Gen. 
George &. Marshall, who 
blamed mutual distrust. for his 
inability to get the warring 
factions together. 

In 1947 Chiang proclaimed 
the Communists to be in open 
rebellion and ordered a’ general 
mobilization. The United States 
came to his aid in pursuit of its 
over-all policy of containing 
Communist expansion. In the 
summer of 1949 the State De- 
partment issued its white paper 
on China, setting out why in its 
opinion the Chiang Kai-shek 
Government lost out in the end.

A German Novel Attacks 


Americans 


FRAGEBOGEN, by Ernst von 
aaa (Doubleday, 525 pgs.

66 RAGEBOGEN” is a 
F turgid, stolid, unhu- 
morous, graceless novel 
(or biography—it is difficult 
to tell where fiction and fact 
part), which throws a reveal- 
ing searchlight into the mind 
of the wunregenerate Nazi. 
What it reveals should give 
us pause. 


“Fragebogen” has become 
a “hot seller” in Germany 
where it has already sold over 
a quarter million copies. This 
“hot stuff” is not sex or 
sadism, but an unrelenting 
attack on America and Amer- 
icans. The story is woven 
around the answers to a ques- 
tionnaire given by the Amer- 
ican Army to German officials 
in an effort to separate the 
Nazi from the non-WNazi, 
Ernst von Salomon, in giving 
the answers to these 131 
questions, uses them to great 
effect in his savage attack on 
the “Amis.” He rewrites his- 
tory, condones the Nazi, ex- 
cuses their excesses, exoner- 
ates himself, vilifies the Amer- 
icans, and has not a word to 
say about the Russians. It is 
all done with Machiavellian 
cleverness. 


Author Salomon makes no 
bones about having been one 
of the murderers of German 
Foreign Minister Walther 
Rathenau of the Weimar Re- 
public in 1922. Salomon, who 
was an officer in World War I, 
kept fighting in the illegal 
Free Corps formed by de- 
mobilized German officers in 
1919, terrorizing the newly 
founded German democracy. 
For some reason, never quite 
adequately explained, he did 
not join the Nazi party offi- 
cially, though during the war 
he did become the mouthpiece 


for a Goebbels’ propaganda 
factory, UFA Films. 
Reading Salomon’'s 
count of his purported ex- 
periences in an American 
Prisoner-of-War camp, one 
gets the impression from 
him that these camps were 
run the way the Nazis ran 
their concentration camps. 
He describes daily beatings, 
rape, torture, stupidity and 
cowardice by the Americans. 
It is all told with such a 
straight face and restrained 
undertone that if one had not 
been there, or did not know 
better, one easily might sus- 
pect it to be the truth. The 
serious question remains—how

Is this a lone voice in “Das 
Viertes Reich?”, or does it 
reflect a national contempt 
for democracy?

32-Year-Old Mother Gives Moving Account of How 
She, Her Husband and Three Small Children 


Underwent Almost Four Years of Communist Torture

This is the first of a series of articles by Mrs. Maria 
Kilin, a 32-year-old stateless White Russian, who with 
her husband and three young children survived a death 
march and underwent nearly four years of Communist 
The family was among the last 
so far released by the Reds and is now in this country.

AM NOT A WRITER. I cannot write my story adeptly. But I 
can write it completely and I can write it truthfully. 

We had found ourselves in Seoul, the South Korean capital, 
late in June 1950. Suddenly the Communists had come. 
surrounded the city. They engulfed the countryside. 
My Husband, Ivan; myself, our Olga, happy 


imprisonment in Korea. 


. We were five. 
Nikolai, little Giorgi. 


In our home at 18-26 Dong Ja 
Dong we huddled together and 
waited for the moment of cap- 
ture. North Korean troops were 
in the streets, in the homes all 
around us. They knew where 
we were. Yet still they did not 
come for us. Day after day, 
hour after hour we waited. All 
around us the city was rocked 
by explosions. The firing of 
rifles could be heard almost 
continuously. We waited with 
cold fear in our hearts for nearly 
a month. 

The night of July 29 was over- 
cast and almost silent. Across 
the prostrate city only an occa- 
sional rifle shot could be heard: 
‘With each shot, I ‘think, 
poor soul departed this life. 

The children were asleep. 
Ivan, too. Completely worn out 
at last after countless nights of 
waiting. I began to drift toward 
unconsciousness. As dawn ap- 
proached I fell asleep. 

I was awakened by a multi- 
tude of. noises in the house, I 
rose from the bed where I had 
been lying, fully clothed, and 
saw that the house was full of 
people. In the darkness I was 
unable to distinguish any of the 
shadowy figures, and only by 
the crash and clatter of their 
rifle butts did I know that these 
were Communist soldiers. 

Without speaking to them I

Frightened, Nikolai and 
Olga began to cry. Ivan and I 
comforted them as best we could 
while the soldiers roamed. the 
house looking in closets, dump- 
ing the contents of the drawers 
on the floor. They approached 
my husband and demanded that. 
he hand over “the weapon.” We 
had never had a weapon and 
the demand left us speechless. 

We were then ‘told that we 
would have to go with the sol- 
diers to some place for ques- 
tioning. “Don’t bring anything 
with you,” one said. “You'll be 
back in a couple of hours” 

In the large room at the police 
station with us were about a 
hundred Koreans, all like us, 
under arrest. Unlike us they did 
not stand but squatted on the 
floor, heads lowered in silence, 
the picture of despair. From 
the corridor outside came the 
sound of blows. A man cried 
out in pain. A beating was in 
progress. It was the beginning 
of the story of violence we soon 
were to know so well. 


* *« * 
LL day we waited in the 
room. Then about 4 o’clock 
we were subjected to a brief, 
curt interrogation, after which 
we were separated from the Ko- 
reans and stood against a wall 
and counted. All of us together 
—all Caucasians—there were 23, 
10 of whom were children. 
Later we. were herded outside 
and into a truck, and along with 
two truck loads of Korean pris- 
oners were sent to Pyonyang, 
the Red capital. 

We traveled 
dawn on July 31 we reached 
Kaesong. There we were or- 
dered. out of the trucks and into 
a shed with a concrete floor. 
The guard told us that we could 
rest. But in spite of the sleep- 
less night in the lurching truck, 
we could not sleep. 

At noon we were given a little 
food, rice and water combined. 
It was to be our breakfast, lunch 
and supper together. At 5 p.m. 
the truck was camouflaged with 
branches, we climbed in and on 
we went. About 10 o’clock that 
night we arrived at a police 
station in Pyongyang. The Ko-

one side of the room and the 
women and children to the 
other. We were forbidden to 
speak across the room. We were 
to beg permission from the 
guard if we wished to visit the 
toilet. A machine gun ‘was in- 
stalled in the corridor outside, 
facing our door. 

The food was ' unspeakably 
bad. They brought supper to 
us, a meager portion of dump- 
ling, quite uncooked. It made 


me furious. I showed my por-. 


tion to the guard, complaining 
pcre that the cook had not 

done his work properly, saying 
that we were not criminals and 
should not be fed as such. “Of 
course, the guard became angry. 

He screamed that on the mor- 
row I could expect an even worse 
meal. - Next day we ate raw 
dough. ie 

After midnight the air would 
turn cold and whistle through 
the glassless windows. Without 
blankets or covering of any kind 
the children shivered. I warmed 
them as best I could. I told 
them to lie close together. Then 
I put my arms around all of 
them. On a night that was un- 
usually cold my husband crept 
across the room to lie on one 
side of the children while I lay 
on the other. In this way it was 
warmer for them. Next morn- 
ing when the guard saw Ivan 
sleeping beside the children we 
received a tirade of abuse. 

We began to find lice in our 
clothes. We had no water to 
drink, much less to use for wash- 
ing. Olga, eight years old, be- 
eame ill with malaria. A Korean 


doctor came to examine her but 
left no medicine.

On the morning of Sept. 11 
we arrived at Mampo. The pris- 
oners were held in the town. 
We were loaded into trucks and 
taken to a small village about 
thirty minutes’ ride away.

ERE we did not live too bad- 

ly. Although we had no blan- 

kets, the floor was warmed 
by the kind of under-the-floor 
heater found in many Korean 
homes, The food, too, began to 
improve both in quality and 
quantity. We ate fairly good 
portions of dried fish, rice and 
cabbage ‘(kimchi). We women 
took turns at preparing the 
meals, Our guards were military 
men — soldiers — instead of the 
police guards we had had before, 
and they behaved better than 
the-police guards. 

On Oct. 9 we were told to 
prepare to move, Finally on the 
evening of the eleventh some 
trucks arrived and took all 68 
of us to Kosanjin. We found out 
later that the prisoners had ar- 
rived at Kosanjin earlier on foot. 

Here we were billeted”in a 
two-story house. I slept with my 
children on the upper floor. The 
children had begun to suffer 
from diarrhea, and time and 
again during the night I had to 
trail up and down the stairs with 
each of them in turn. 

On the morning of Oct. 20, the 
commanding officer told us to 
prepare again for a move. So we 
made ourselves ready and waited 
for the promised trucks, No 
trucks came and at last the first 
group moved off on foot. Finally

one truck did appear and the 
second group, consisting of the 
children and the sick, moved off 
too. The prisoners without ex- 
ception were compelled to walk. 

After a ride of about two 
hours we came to the little town 
of Tomukan, once the site of a 
mining operation. There were 
many company houses about, all 
identical in size and design, and 
it was in these that we were 
quartered, The prisoners were 
kept in a large school not far 
away. Supper that night con- 
sisted of a ladeful of millet 
mixed with sand. 

All of the houses had been 
abandoned for some time, and 
consequently they were in a 
severe state of disrepair. The 
floors were cold. We spread out 
a few fir branches at night, in 
an attempt to get away from the 
icy floors. But nobody slept. 
Some particularly vicious type of 
insect feasted on us all night 
long. 

Our staple food here was a 
sort of maize. My husband, Ivan, 
gathered wood for the commu- 
nity kitchen stove. I tramped 
the fields looking for maize 
stalks for the under-the-floer 
heater, so that the room might 
be a little warmer for the chil- 
dren. 

It was here we learned why 
we were being moved from place 
to place. The Americans were 
advancing! This brought a great 
surge of hope to us. Our guards 
became fewer and fewer, and 
sometimes at night we would be 
left completely unguarded. Some 
of us wanted to escape but no- 
body could quite find the cour- 
age to make a try.

HE Korean villagers showed 
no hatred or even dislike 
toward us. Indeed, they 
plainly were sorry for our 
plight. I once asked a Korean 
woman for a little water so that 
the children might drink. She 
wanted to give me the water— 
but hesitated for fear of what 
the guards would do to her if 
they discovered her kindness. 
She told me she was sorry.

Some time after we had eaten 
our simple supper, two Korean 
officers arrived, one we had 
already met and the other a new 
one to us. The new one turned 
out to be the vicious type. 


Later that night five ox carts 
came creaking in. There were 
sixty-three of us to be trans- 
ported. A normal load for one 
ox cart was four persons. 


Two carts were set aside for 
the civilians and three were left 
for the P.W.s. Those unfortu- 
nate soldiers who were ill were 
piled aboard the carts like bags 
of grain, one on top of the other. 
It was a horrible sight. 


The carts moved off. The 
vicious guard said something 
about “It doesn’t matter; they 
will all be dead soon anyway.” 


Only the weakest of the civil- 
ilans rode on our two carts. I 
walked. 


I worried a great deal about 
what might be happening to 
Olga and Ivan. They had gone 
on ahead, and I had no idea 
where they were. I was carry- 
ing Giorgi on my back. Nikolal 
was afraid to ride for long on 
the cart, probably fearing yor 
he would lose me if he did. 
When I put him on the cart he

He had lost faith in everybody 
in the world but me, and only 
by holding his hand would he be 
pacified. I walked on as best I 
could. He trailed behind, one 
little fist clutching at my skirt 
while he trotted to keep up with 
the ox carts. 

We journeyed the whole day 
without rest or food. Late that 
evening we arrived at Kosanjin. 
The town was deserted. On the 
streets I saw Chinese soldiers 
for the first time. 

Here we caught up with the 
group of our people who had 
started out first. We were foot- 
sore and weary and had not eat- 
en a 6 o'clock that morning.

her, but the guard at the door 
would not let me in. 

A group of us slept that night 
in a small room, very crowded. 
We were all worn out and slept 
soundly, not even noticing the 
lice that fed on us. 

Our breakfast was brought to 
us by a P.W. private. It cone- 
sisted of a few small dumplings, 
which I did not eat but gave to 
Nikolai. I knew he would need 
all the energy he had if he were 
to continue walking.

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E moved off early, leaving 
W two P.W.s behind. They 
had died during the night. 
Again we were divided into twe 
groups and I was separated from 
Ivan and Olga. Our group moved 
off first, leaving them behind. 
This separation caused me more 
suffering than anything else that 
day. Sometimes when I thought 
of my husband and my daughter, 
the tears welled to my eyes so 
that I could hardly see. I felt 
that if we all could be together 
the suffering would not be as 

great. 
Throughout this day we 
walked, without stopping to rest 
even once. A P, W. died on the 
way. His body was thrown to 
one side. Toward evening we 
finally arrived back at Mampe

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Serge Rubinstein, Slain Playboy-Financier, 'Had a Positive Genius for Making Them’ 
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SERGE RUBINSTEIN, PLAYBOY, FINANCIER AND CONVICTED DRAFT 
WORLD WAR I, WHOSE DEATH SET NEW YORK BUZZING.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5. 
S POLICE continue their efforts to solve the murder of Serge 
JA Bovinatess, multimillionaire playboy, internationally known 
cutthroat financier and convicted draft dodger, who was 
found strangled in his Fifth avenue mansion last week, it has 
become increasingly evident that the murdered man had one ugly 
distinction that stood above all the other unsavory facets of his 
strange personality. He had a positive genius for making enemies. 


Mourned at his death by. only 
his mother and his aunt and 
ignored by most of the beauti- 
ful young women he squired 
about Manhattan's littering 
cafe-society circuit, the 46-year- 
old Russian-born financial fina- 
gier had no known close men 
friends to’ regret his death, It 
is said that even the lawyers who 
represented him in his numerous 
brushes with the law held him 
in contempt. 

In his efforts to avoid deporta- 
tion from this country, he was 
willing to falsely brand himself 
as an illegitimate child, the re- 


sult, he said, of an affair between 


his mother and a Portuguese 
nobleman. Although he was for- 
given by his mother, Rubinstein 
was sued by his own brother for 
defaming their mother’s name. 


Because of the life he led, the 
many women with whom he was 
involved and the untold enemies 
he made in his financial deal- 
ings, Rubinstein’s death has 
provided the most sensational 
mystery New York has known in 
more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury.. Since the murder in the 
early hours’ of the morning: of 
Jan. 27, police had questioned 
scores of Rubinstein’s girl 
friends and business associates. 
They hope that the killer, or 
killers, may be revealed when 
they finish sifting through some 
2000 names in six king-size ad- 
dress books found in the dead 
playboy’s bedroom. 

“We could give you 100 mo- 
tives and 100 suspects,” one de- 
tective working on the case told 
newsmen. “That guy sure made 
plenty of enemies, any one of 
whom might have killed him.” 

Another detective described 
him as a “man with a thousand 
enemies.” 

While .crime experts largely 
lean to the theory that Rubin- 
stein was killed by a person or 
persons whom he had either 
marked for financial destruction 
or cheated in one of his business 
deals, other theories have not 
been ruled out. There are those 
who think the notorious man- 
about-town may have been killed 
by a spurned girl friend, or by 
the jealous boy-friend of some 
beauty who had been swept off 
her feet by Serge and his mil- 
lions. 


The possibility that the play- 
boy may have been killed in the 
course; of an extortion attempt 
has not been ruled out and the 
theory that he may have been 
murdered by would-be kidnapers 
has also been advanced. But so 
far police have disclosed no in- 
dication that they have any real 
clue that might lead to the solu- 
tion of the case.

ANY angles of the murder 
Mere confusing. Rubinstein’s 

body was discovered by his 
butler, William Morter, when he 
entered the third floor bed- 
room of his master at 8:30 a.m. 
Clad in blue-black pure silk pa- 
jamas, Rubinstein lay face down, 
his head near the northwest cor- 
ner of the 22x22-foot room. He 
had apparently been pulled from 


> his bed. His hands were bound in 


front of him with a length of 
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venetian blind cord and more 
of the same cord was around his 
ankles. Two-inch-wide adhesive 
tape bands covered his mouth 
but not his nostrils. 


The fact that Rubinstein’s 
hands were tied in front of him 
instead of behind his back has 
led some experts to conclude 
that the job was done by an ama- 
teur or amateurs. They theorize 
that the murderer surprised Ru- 
binstein in his sleep, grabbed 
his throat and in a throttling 
grip .fractured the neckbone, 
which, examination showed, was 
the only injury the dead man 
had suffered. While the stran- 
gling was taking place, the ex- 
perts think, an accomplice—per- 
haps a woman—began looping 
venetian blind cord around Ru- 
binstein’s wrists and ankles. 
_ The fact that no attempt was 
made to cover the nostrils, which 
would have caused death by 
suffocation, has led theorists to 
believe that the strangling and 
the breaking of the neckbone 
was accidental, that the assail- 
ant had pressed harder than he 
knew and killed when he only 
meant to silence his victim. 

Theorists also surmise that 
the intruder or intruders may 
have been looking for some 
special document, a document 
that might ruin some person 
Rubinstein was out to destroy. 
For, although a desk in the bed- 
room -had been 
money, jewelry and financial 
papers it contained, along with 
bobby pins, gloves and other 
more intimate articles left be- 
hind by the dead Lothario’s girl 
friend had not been touched.

S mysterious in death as he 
A ves in life, Rubinstein was 

born in Czartst Russia, in 
1909, son of Dmitri and Stella 
Rubinstein. His father was, he 
claimed, money lender to the 
Czar and financial adviser of the 
mad monk Rasputin. On the out- 
break of the revolution, the fam- 
ily escaped through Finland and 
across the ice to Sweden. On 
the long trek, Serge, according 
to his story, carried jewels and 
foreign securities sewn into his 
clothes. 


Later the elder Rubinstein 
tried to rebuild his fortune in 
the Balkans, but died there a 
bankrupt and young Serge was 
sent to Cambridge University in 
England by his brother, Andre. 

At 23, Serge had become 
manager of a tiny Paris bank, 
the Banque Franco-Asiatique, 
which was the paying agent for 
the Chinese government for two 
issues of Chinese bonis. One 
day the Nanking government 
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sent through a remittance for 
sinking fund payments on one 
issue, but Rubinstein, accord- 
ing to his own story, applied 
the money to redeem the other 
issue, which. was in default, 
Craftily, Rubinstein had bought 
up, for $25,000, a million dollars 
worth of the defaulted bonds 
and with the remittance from 
Nanking had simply paid him- 
self off, 


That was the start of more 
than 20 years of shady transac- 
tions and duels with the law of 
three countfies. In 1935, Rubin- 
stein was “invited” by French 
authorities to leave the country 
because of his financial deals, 
which reputedly included selling 
the franc short. Next he took 
up operations in the Far East, 
and in a deal involving some 
Korean gold mines, engaged in 
some currency manipulations 
that damaged Japan’s currency 
so seriously that the yen had 
not returned to stability when 
war broke out in the Pacific. 


Rubinstein’s endless brushes 
with the law involved charges 
on everything from swindling to 
violation of the Mann Act. The 
Government had been trying un- 
successfully since 1943 to de- 
port him. When applying fora 
Portuguese passport to enter 
this country in 1938, he had 
sworn that his name was Serge 
Manuel Rubinstein de Rovello, 
and that he was born of a 
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HE LEFT HER $10,000 IN HIS WILL. 


illicit alliance between his 
mother and a Portuguese noble- 
man. In a 1947 deportation pro- 
ceeding, United States Attorney 
John F. X. McGohey, who is 
now a federal judge, remarked 
searingly that “any man who 
would go into court and say he 
is the bastard son of his own 
mother has sunk to a depth that 
deserves no consideration.”

URING the war Rubinstein 

dded to his already highly 

unsavory reputation in his ef- 
forts to dodge the draft. He tried 
every possible move, legal and 
otherwise, to win a deferment. 
He claimed eight dependents; he 
had three. He claimed that he 
was essential to the wartime op- 
eration of oil and aircraft cor- 
porations which he owned. The 
Government decided that he 
wasn’t and charged he bought 
into one concern just to: give 
himself a deferred status. 


Convicted of draft dodging, 
he was sent to the federal pen- 
itentiary for two and one-half 
years. During his prison stay, 
he was divorced by the former 
Laurette Kilbourne, a onetime 
model who received custody of 
their two children. 


On the eve of his wedding in 
1941, Rubinstein had been a 
guest at the White House and 
after the marriage he and his 
bride bought and settled down 
in the five-story Fifth avenue 
mansion of the late banker, 
Jules Bache. When his prison 
sentence was over, Rubinstein, 
now divorced, again took up res- 
idence in the ornate mansion. 
He lived in Roman emperor 
style and several of his “harem” 


- Of beauties had a key to his 


mansion so they could let them- 
selves in when he summoned 
them late at night. 


Rubinstein left a fortune esti- 
mated at $10,000,000 or more, 
and provided in his will for the 
care of his mother and his two 
daughters, Diana 8, and Alexan- 
dra 7, 

His children now live in Cali- 
fornia with their mother, who 
has remarried. The only one of 
his many girl friends remem- 
bered in the will was his “pro- 
tege,” Betty Reed.

N his lifetime, Rubinstein had 
| everything but friends. In the 

baroque mansion where he liv- 
ed there were tapestried walls 
and gleaming tessellated marble 
floors set off with rich carved 
oak. paneling. Indirect lighting 
showed off priceless paintings. 

Bluntly described as a psycho- 
pathic personality by the clergy- 
man who conducted his funeral 
services, Serge drew only one 
kind remark from Dr. Julius 
Mark, senior rabbi of Temple 
Emanu-el. The rabbi said that 
Rubinstein had been good to his 
mother but did not minimize the 
slain financier’s misdeeds. 

“The word ‘paradox’ best de- 
scribes the strangely complex, 
ambiguous and unquestioned 
psychopathic personality of Serge 
Rubinstein,” said the rabbi. ‘‘He 
possessed a-brilliant mind, but 
was utterly lacking in wisdom. 
He had a genius for acquiring 
wealth, yet*never learned that 
money is a good servant but a 
harsh master. He wanted friends 
and never had them, since he 
never seemed to realize that.to 
have friends one must be a 
friend. =—_ 

“He wanted love, but never 
knew that love must be earned, 
and cannot be bought. He de- 
clared that America was the fin- 
est of all countries, yet stub- 
bornly scorned those who pleaded 
with him to answer America’s 
call to service.”

Sociologist James A. Wylie 
studied the reereation pattern of 
504 families, representing vari- 
ous sections of the country, dif- 
ferent income levels and all.oc- 
cupational groups. He arrived at 
four conclusions.

Most families have few in- 
terests in common. r 

The types of activities most 
frequently engaged in by fam- 
ily groups are those that are 
not highly organized and that 
. require little, if any, advance 
preparations. 

The of the family in- 
come largely determines the 
nature and extent of family 
recreation. The lowest income 
groups have the least of it, 
although they perhaps need 
the most. 

Most families felt that they 
had an unsatisfactory recrea- 
tion program. 


* * * 

OPHER STUDIES, dealing 
with the families of delinquents, 
showed that they had far less 
recreation than the average, al- 
though the latter was small 


enough. One of the easiest, 


cheapest, quickest, and most sat- 
isfactory ways to strengthen a 
family, is to provide it with 
more recreation. 

“Because the American fam- 
ily today has neither the knowl- 
edge, nor the skill and frequent- 
ly. not even the time for this 
purpose,” says sociologist Wil- 
liam C. Kvaraceus of Boston 
University, “children fail to de- 
velop the strong personal rela- 
tionship that can result from 
frequent family get-togethers 
Many families today do not even 
dine together in a body except 
on a Sunday or holiday. The 
drugstore lunch counter, the hot 
dog stand, and the roadside res- 
taurant have had a profound ef- 
fect in the weakening of the 
last bastion of the family unit 
get-together, the dining room.”

If all this sounds like a 
pretty fair description of your 
own family, make up your 
mind that 1955 will be a bet- 
ter year. Budget your time so 
that the whole family does 
more together and has more 
fun in life.

IN TIMES of financial diffi- 
culty—which is really most of 
the time for the average large 
family—recreation is one-of the 
first items to be cut in the 
budget. This might be helpful 
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rather than harmful if the fam- 


ily ‘substituted more things it 


could do together without ex- 
pense, for some of the extrava- 
gant and useless things on which 
it has been spending money. But 
you'll have to plan intelligently, 
Make full use of the community 
organizations. If your churtch 
doesn’t offer family recreation; 
talk. it over with the other mem- 
bers. Find out what your com- 


‘ munity can do for you at no 


cost. . Ask your public library 
for some of the excellent books 
on family recreation that have 
come out in the last two years. 
Remember, that in this field of 
family fun, nobody can do as 
much for you as you can do for 
yourself.

A, Ask him, not me. '

LESSON 8. 


EW, if any, steps in dancing 
Fare as graceful and as inter- 

esting as the enchanting 
tango step we are going to study 
today—the unique conversation 
position promenade. 


The secret of the conversation 
position promenade in the tango 
is an extremely simple one: In 
dancing it, the partners turn 
away from each other, opening 
out like the covers of a book. 
The man keeps his right shoul- 
der touching the girl's left 
shoulder lightly, at the same 
time holding his right arm 
around her and clasping her 
right hand. 

The partners go into this mo- 
tion as the stop begins. The 
step concludes with the tango 
close, which we studied previ- 
ously.

You'll find, too, that the 
tango swells your sense of poise, 
balance and rhythm, which, in 
turn, will give a great boost to 
all your other dancing. 


Please, if you have any ideas 
that the tango is a difficult 
dance, erase them from your 
mind. Years ago, when the tango 
was first imported from Argen- 
tina, professionals made it ap- 
pear hard to do. The French 
adaptation of it was done on 
such a plane that it certainly 
didn’t look much less compli- 
cated. But the way it has been 
simplified for modern ballroom 
dancing, streamlined so that the 
steps are somewhat similar to 
those of the waltz and fox trot, 
you'll have no trouble at all in 
learning to tango with grace and 
ease, Take my word for it.

plugged into an outlet inside the 


broiler; a guide on the back- 
guard of the range then indi- 
cates when meat is rare, medium 
or well done. Another manufac- 
turer is introducing an oven 
with side racks fitted with dis- 
posable aluminum foil sheets 
which eliminate scrubbing. 
Innovations in Freezers. 

Home freezers not only have 
come up out of the basement 
into the kitchen—they are now 
appearing in all sorts of guises. 
There is a wall-mounted refrig- 
erator-freezer which provides an 
8.7 cubic foot refrigerator and 
two cubic foot freezer, with all 
food at convenient reaching 
level. 

Another freezer utilizes wast- 
ed space beneath a table. A 
plastic top with a drop leaf is 
placed atop a chest-type freezer; 
dinette chairs are available in 


material which matches the ta-| 
ble top. 

Chest freezer tops which may 
be covered with plastic, formica 
or linoleum provide additional 
kitchen work space. 

An upright freezer and re- 
frigerator side by side in a 
single cabinet is being intro- 
duced by one manufacturer. The 
two sections are divided by an 
insulated wall, and each has its 
own vertical door. In keeping 


, with the current trend, it comes 


in eight exterior colors as well 
as in white. 
In the more. conventional 


types of freezers it is obvious 


that the appliances are now 
planned for everyday use in 
meal preparation, rather than 
merely as a “bank” for frozen 
foods. 

Several manufacturers now 


have the refrigerator space at 


the top, the freezer space at the 


‘bottom of refrigerator-freezer 


units, thus placing the most 
frequently used portion of the 
appliance at the most conven- 
jient level. 

One such refrigerator combi- 
Mation has a hydrator for fresh 
vegetable storage on the door; 
the hydrator swings down out 
of the door at*’waist level to 
make all vegetables easily ac- 
cessible. 

Features In Refrigerators. 

Every inch of door space has 
been utilized in the new refrig- 
erators. In addition to the usual 
facilities, doors now include such 
items as egg racks, cheese keep- 
ers and foil dispensers. 

One refrigerator has a feature 
which provides two frozen con- 
centrate compartments, hooked 
up with a water supply in back. 

The homemaker needs only to 
place concentrates in the con- 
tainers. They are automatically 
mixed with water and dispensed 
through a spigot—either one or 
a blend, as desired. 

Another product of the freezer 
age is a refrigerator which has 
no freezer compartment. Devel- 
oped for use in. homes which 
have a freezer, the elimination 
of the freezer compartment pro- 
vides approximately 30 per cent 
more usable space for non- 
frozen foods. The same manu- 
facturer has a unit which has 
the refrigerator space at top, 
the freezer locker just below 
center, and the crisper at the 
bottom. 

News In Laundry Equipment. 

Nor has laundry equipmént 
been neglected in the parade of 
progress. One automatic washer 
and dryer now handles denims 
or nylons with equal dexterity. 
It has two separate washing cy- 
cles—one for regular loads, the 
other especially designed for fine 
fabrics and the newer man-made 
fibers that require a shorter 
washing period, less water and 
gentler washing action. 

Another washer offers a choice 
of warm or cold water rinses. 
A table on the inside of the top, 
giving complete operating in- | 
structions and information on | 
water conditioning, is a feature | 
of still another. Rubber finned | 
agitators assure gentle handling | 
of fine fabrics. 

And it remained for a woman | 
to invent an accessory for a 
washer which makes it possible 
to wash blankets and cashmere 
sweaters completely automatic- 


, ally, without any watching or 


checking. An agitator with very 
small fins replaces the regular 
one, and creates such a mild 
rippling motion during the

LTHOUGH the animals in the ex- 
hibitions at the American Mv- 
seum of Natural History in New 

York City have been dead for years 
and are as harmless as “ teddy 
bears, to many spectators they: ap- 
pear more ferocious and exciting than 
live animals. One reason is that they 
are in their natural settings, as if the 
spectator suddenly came upon them 
in an African jungle or high on a 
Rocky Mountain cliff. Sometimes, 
they are drinking at a stream or 
peacefully grazing. Other times, they 
may be locked in combat to the death. 

Peculiarly, zoo animals, although 

alive, often fail to give the same 
sense of realism. Perhaps it is be- 
cause they are in unnatural settings, 
like iron cages. Sometimes, also, long 
of captivity dulls their jungle- 
uster and they appear lethargic, con- 
tent to wait for thrown peanuts. 

The museum has one of the larg- 

est and finest collections of mammal 


habitat groups in the world. Great 


care is expended to achieve authen- 
ticity and dramatic realism. The ani- 
mals are not stuffed, but are mounted 
on manikins similar in structure to the 
fashion manikins used in store win- 
dows. The manikin, sculptured by 
expert animal anatomists from the 
skeleton of the mammal, is so detailed 
and life-like as to reveal muscles, 
tendons, prominent veins. Then the 
animal's own skin, tanned and insect- 
proofed with arsenic, is pulled taut 
over the manikin. The hoofs and 
antlers of the animal are used, but 


the eyes are of glass.

rough a Celestial Telescope

R ALMOST 100 YEARS the six-inch 

refractor telescope in Washington 

University’s observatory has been 
used to view celestial bodies.. But last 
week it was put to a novel use—as a tele- 
scopic lens in photographing the St. Louis 
skyline. The results are rather startling, 
as evidenced by pictures on these pages. 

Buildings that are miles apart appear 
jammed together and set in unfamiliar 
Some look entirely mis- 
placed. rtain architectural features, 
not ordinarily visible from the street, are 
seen for the first time. The drastically 


shortened distances and the strange 


vantage point, seemingly just above the 
trees in Forest Park, tend to confuse 
the observer. 

The pictures were made in the ob- 
servat on the roof of the university's 
ig boa uilding, which stands on a hill 
a block west of Skinker boulevard and 
close to Millbrook boulevard. With the 
camera's lens and the telescope’s eye- 
piece removed, the camera was mounted 
directly behind ‘the telescope on a spe- 
ogee 4 uilt platform. Thus, only the front 
or objective lens of the telescope was 
used. The arrangement had the effect of 
putting a 90-inch lens on the camera.

EIGHTENED TENSIONS in the Far East last week were 
causing widespread international concern. Fighting be- 
tween the Chinese Communists and the Nationalist 

forces over the Nationalist-held coastal islands was being 
stepped up. Subjected to increasing Red air assault, the 
Tachens, northern Nationalist anchor on the island chain, 
were being prepared for evacuation of garrison and civilians. 
United States, committed to defend Formosa and the Pescc- 
dores, held the Seventh Fleet ready to aid in the withdrawal. 
American action followed authorization, by congressional 
resolution, for President Eisenhower to “employ the armed 
forces of the United States as he deems necessary for the 
specific purpose of securing and protecting Formosa and the 
Pescadores.’ Last Monday the United Nations took steps to 
ward easing the crisis. The Security Council voted a resolu- 


tion asking Red China to participate in Council negotiations 
for a cease-fire agreement in the Formosa Strait. 


Opposition to a cease-fire has been voiced by both the 
Chinese Communists and the Nationalists. Communists main- 
tain that Formosa is rightly part of Communist China, that 
they intend to take it, and that the United States, by defend- 
ing the Nationalist stronghold, is intervening in China's 
internal affairs. Nationalists contend the Communists are 
aggressors, and feel a cease-fire would help solidify the ex- 
istence of two Chinas, one on the mainland, one on Formosa. 
They. also feel it would further diminish their hope of a re- 
turp to the mainland by freezing the military situation. 
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Student pilots of the Nationalist air force on Formosa learn 
about an F-86 jet fighter from a United States Air Force 
captain. The captain is an instructor with the American 
military advisory group on Formosa. As support for Sev- 
enth Fleet evacuation operations, about 75 in Sabre jets 
were sent to Formosa from Okinawa and the Philippines.

Who REALLY Killed 


Abraham Lincoln? 


Ninety years later, mystery and melodrama still surround 


John Wilkes Booth’s pistol shot. Here is the unbelievable 


* story of confusion and coincidence, ending in tragedy for 


everyone concerned, that points a harsh finger at—whom?

On the evening of Good Friday, 1865, an actor named 
John Wilkes Booth stole into a box at Ford’s Theater 
in. Washington and, with a single bullet, ended the 
life of Abraham Lincoln. 

This famous historical event has always been re- 
corded as the rash act of a fanatic faithful to the 
Confederacy. Actually, it was a crime so bewildering 
and so fascinating that no fictional Sherlock Holmes 
story could ever equal it. Now, at the 146th anniver- 
sary of Lincoln's birth—and the 90th of his death—all 
the evidence unearthed through the years indicates that 
actor Booth played only a supporting role in one of 
the most diabolical plots of all time. 


The behavior of every person connected with the 


Lincoln murder reeks with mystery. There was Lincoln 
himself, who saw violent death in a dream the night 
before it happened. On Good Friday afternoon, he 
met with his Cabinet and talked gloomily of tragedy. 
But despite this premonition, despite rumors of an 


assassination plot that were sweeping the Capitol, he 


insisted on exposing himself in a public theater. 
There was Mary Todd Lincoln, who, when she 
heard of the President’s dream, screamed, “No, no, 
don’t even think such a thing could be true!” Yet it was 
because of Mary Lincoln that a shiftless drunk was 
assigned to guard the Presidential box in Ford's 
Theater. The guard, John Parker, a member of the 
Washington Metropolitan Police Force, had been 
called on the carpet innumerable times for drunken- 
ness and neglect of duty. A few days before the assas- 
sination, Mrs.Lincoln sent a note to the Provost Mar- 
shal demanding that Parker be excused from the draft, 
taken off his beat and promoted to Presidential. body- 
guard! 
. On the fateful night, Parker accompanied the Lin- 
coln party to the theater and stationed himself outside 
the box. Shortly after the play began, he wandered off. 
Was Parker hanged for this unbelievable act of negli- 
gence? On the contrary, he went right back to work on 
the police force and was never even disciplined. 


Enter Secretary Stanton 

Lincoln himself tried to get another bodyguard for 
the night. Late in the afternoon, he dropped in at the 
War Department and asked Sec. Edwin Stanton if he 
could borrow his chief aide, Maj. Thomas Eckert. 
Stanton, who was known to hate Lincoln, said Eckert 
had such important work to do he couldn't be spared. 
But all Eckert did that night, according to the War 
Office’s own records, was send out a few messages 
and go home to bed. 

How to explain the bizarre actions of Vice-Pres. 
Andrew Johnson and Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, destined 
respectively to become the 17th and 18th Presidents 
of the United States? General Grant had publicly ac- 
cepted Lancoln’s invitation to join him at the theater. 
His presence there would have saved the President's 
life, for Grant always had a few trusted aides of his 
own to guard him. 

At I o'clock, however, Grant breached every rule 
of etiquette he’d ever learned at West Point by rudely 
informing his Chief he had changed his plans. He and 
his wife had decided to visit their children in Burling- 
ton, N.J. He subsequently took a 6 p.m. train out of 
Washington, rode all night in an uncomfortable coach 
and made two late-hour transfers to get to Burlington 
the next forenoon. He could have gone to the show, 
taken a much faster train the next morning and 
reached Burlington at 2:58 p.m. 

While Grant was packing for his train ride, the

assassin Booth was calling at Andrew Johnson's hotel 
suite. Johnson was unavailable, so Booth left a signed 
note: “Don’t wish to disturb you. Are you at home?” 
Johnson later denied he'd ever met Booth, but private 
detectives discovered the two had enjoyed high old 
times together in Tennessee. 

On Good Friday night, Johnson, who always stayed 
up past midnight, suddenly retired at 9. Awakened 
with the news that Lincoln had been shot and could 
not survive, he refused to go to the President’s bed- 
side until a Cabinet aide was sent to virtually drag him. 
Even then, he stayed only a half hour. Senator Stewart 
of Nebraska reportedly found him the next morning in 
a drunken stupor. Sworn in as President a few hours 
later, Johnson made a speech which avoided a single 
word of eulogy to the slain Lincoln. 

Let us reconstruct for a moment the murder scene 
at Ford's Theater. All day long, preparations have 
been made to provide for the President’s comfort. 


The Presidential box has peen decorated with bunting © 


and flags, fitted with special rocker chairs, swept and 
scrubbed. Yet the actor Booth, whose hatred - for 
Lincoln is widely known, and who is not in this play, 
is given free access to roam around, tamper with the 
lock to the box, even bore a hole in the wood so he 
will be able to watch Lincoin’s movements. 

Denied Grant's company, the Lincolns invited Maj. 
Henry Rathbone and his fiancee, Claire Harris, to join 
them. Lincoln’s footman, Charles Forbes, is also in the 
party—but, like policeman Parker, mysteriously van- 
ishes. A half-hour after the play begins a visitor 
blunders into the Presidential box, then leaves. This 
fact is reported in Miss Harris’ own statement—but she 
never explains why her fiancee failed to react forcibly 
to the unlocked door, or to the absence of the body- 


guard supposed to halt visitors. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock, Booth enters the theater, | 


climbs the stairs to the box and fires his deadly bullet. 
He slashes at Major Rathbone, shouts “Sic semper 
tyrannis!” (Thus always with tyrants!) and jumps to 
the stage, almost directly below the boxes. Then he 
races past stunned actors and backstage crew, mounts 
a horse outside the stage door and is away. . 


He is almost—but not completely—unscathed. As he 
jumps, his foot catches in the official flag draping the 
box and he falls heavily, smashing a bone. 

Now comes unholy confusion, wild screams of 
horror, milling, jostling. Pursuit is launched—but what 
a pursuit! Booth heads for the Navy Yard bridge lead- 
ing to Maryland. Sgt. Silas T. Cobb, burly U.S. Army 
regular, is on guard. He-has standing orders to let no 


one pass after 9 p.m., but he lets Booth cross anyway. _ 


He also lets David Herold, an impressionable young- 
ster who has been helping Booth, come riding up and 
across. 

Then a stableman named John Fietcher, who has 
been suspicious of Booth and Herold, follows them to 
the bridge. Sergeant Cobb suddenly becomes the dili- 
gent guard and turns him back. So Fletcher hotfoots 
it over to the military headquarters to report that the 
suspected assassin has crossed the Navy Yard Bridge. 
Fletcher’s report winds up in a pigeonhole. 

In other parts of Washington, even stranger things 
are happening. All commercial telegraph lines leading 
out of the city go dead. Newspaper publicity would 
be invaluable in tracking Booth, a well-known actor— 
but announcement of the killer’s identity is withheld 
until too late to make the morning papers. Southern 
papers are kept in the dark for days — in some cases, 
more than a week. When Booth’s picture is distributed 
to help in identification, it turns out to be the wrong 
one. 


-Again—Enter Secretary Stanton 


Secretary of War Stanton, leader of the Radical 
Republicans—a group violently opposed to Lincoln’s 
attitude of conciliation toward the defeated South — 
takes over the manhunt. “I'll have the assassin in a 
matter of hours,” he boasts. And he is the picture of 
furious activity as he mobilizes every element of the 
military and sends dispatches crackling out in all 

But there are odd quirks to his fury. Everybody 
knows Booth has to go south for protection. So 
Stanton’s first orders for patrols to take the field go to 
commanders north of Washington.. When Stanton 


finally sets up a blockade of roads leading down to the 
Confederate States, he covers every possible escape 
route except one—the one that is most logical for Booth 
to. take, the one he actually does take. For this is the 
highway leading straight from Washington to Port 
Tobacco, Md., then on to Richmond and the heart of 
the Confederacy . . . 

Ironically enough, the killer of an American Presi- 
dent was finally trapped by the United States flag. 
If Booth hadn’t broken a bone when his leg caught in 
the silk, he might have gotten clean away. But as he 
pounded down the Port Tobacco Road, he found him- 
self in excruciating pain. So he had to seek medical 
help, then hole up at Garrett’s Farm in northern 
Virginia. 

A squad "commanded by Maj. Charlies O’Bierne 
eventually stumbled onto Booth’s trail while following 
a false lead. O’Bierne wired Washington that he was 
closing in on the quarry and got an order that left 
him thunderstruck. He was to give up the chase and 
return, while another squad went out to make the cap- 
ture. This second squad was commanded by Col. 
Luther C. Baker, Stanton’s trusted aide and confidante. 
Although every official order to Booth’s pursuers in- 
sisted that the assassin be brought back alive to be 
questioned, one shot rang out when he was surrounded 
at Garrett's and he fell dead. 

The corpee was sewn in & sock and taken back to 
Washington by steamer. Then Stanton blandly an- 
nounced to an infuriated Congress that he had had 
Booth’s body secretly buried. Or at least a body was 
buried. Dr. John Frederick May, who examined the 
dead man aboard the steamer, reported that the lower 
right limb was contused by fracture. But it was Booth’s 
left leg that had been fractured. For years, there were 
rumors that a half-mad person named John St. Helen, 
who traveled through Mexico during the 1870s and 
finally killed himself, was the escaped John Wilkes 
Booth. 


‘Justice’ for the Underlings 

Booth’s known helpers —a mixed group of little 
people, some of whom didn’t even know he was an 
assassin — now were treated with a fiendish kind of 
justice. They were thrown into solitary confinement, 
with arms and legs shackled and faces covered with 
black hoods. Their military trial was a mockery. Their 
lawyers were browbeaten; all sorts of irrelevant 
charges were permitted; important evidence, including 
Booth’s diary, was suppressed by the War Department. 
Four of them, including one woman, were hanged. 

The one thing consistent about this most inconsistent 


of all murder cases is that everybody who touched it 


fell prey to tragedy. In 1868, John Parker was dis- 
missed from the police force for a comparatively 
minor offense and disappeared in a haze of alcohol. 
Edwin Stanton was fired as War Secretary, began to 
fail in mind and body and died amid rumors of 
suicide. Andrew Johnson, saved from impeachment by 
a single vote in the Senate, died in 1875, a broken, 
bitterly hated man. Colonel Baker lost his money, then 
suddenly died of meningitis at the age of 44. Mary 
Lincoln went insane. So did Boston Corbett, the 
trooper credited with firing the .builet that killed 
Booth. So, too, did Maj. Henry Rathbone. He married 
Claire Harris, but murdered her in a maniacal frenzy, 
and had to be put away for life. 

Was it all coincidence? Or were any or all of them 
haunted by a guilty conscience? Historians keep pok- 
ing, studying, hoping to uncover new clues, but unless 
dead men learn to talk, the full story of an assassina- 
tion that changed history must remain untold. $#§ &

Ohio community uses a radar-controlled 


alarm to save its school children’s lives 


EASTLAKE, O. 


Careless drivers who speed up to the junior high school crossing 
on Lake Shore Boulevard here, 15 miles edst of Cleveland, get 
a surprise they never forget. It's an ear-splitting blast from an 
automatic siren that alerts everyone around. 

The siren, first of its kind, is housed in a case resembling a rural 
mailbox—but it lets go whenever a driver ignores the warning 
sign 500 feet up the road and approaches the crossing faster 
than the legal 28 mph. It was invented by a Clevelander named 
Milan Zedlar after he saw a child struck in a school zone by a

driver who did not slow down. 
The device is actuated by two 
radar cables stretched across the 
roadway two feet apart. Cars 
passing over the cables faster 
than the speed set on the siren’s 
dial trip an electronic trigger 
that starts the horn. To avoid 
unnecessary slowing of traffic, 
the alarm can be set to operate 
only during the usual school 
crossing hours, automatically 
shutting itself off on week ends 
and holidays. | 
Inventor Zedlar has a com- 
pany now producing the Zone- 
alarm and marketing it across 
the country at $595 a siren. So 
far, towns have installed it in 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and 
Oregon. Listen for more in

TUCSON, ARIZ. 

S IT GOING to rain today? 

How many thousands of times 
have you asked that question or tried 
to answer it for someone else? The an- 
swer can be very important indeed. 

But, incredibly enough, nobody—not 
even the nation’s top weather scientists 
—can tell you for sure. The - reason: 
nobody knows why it rains. 

That’s why the University of Ari- 
zona, with the help of state funds and 
a grant from the Alfred P. Sloan 
Foundation, has set up a new Institute 
of Atmospheric Physics here. A group

“It’s all scientific pioneering work,” 
say James E. McDonald and Dr. Rich- 
ard Kassander, Jr., associate directors 
of the Institute, “since very little is 
known about cloud physics. In fact, no- 
body has ever really watched clouds.” 

Watching clouds happens to be one 
of McDonald and Kassander's basic 


research principles. Already it has— 


taught them some startling things. For 
example, the life of a cloud (as the 
pictures on the opposite page show) is 
seldom more than an hour. Even on 
those leaden-gray days that seem never 
to end, clouds are being born and 

dying at a furious rate. — 
“We show here that a cloud springs

It all started on a Friday afternoon in 
May, 1953. I was 66 years old at the time. 
In just two days, I was to make my 29th 
consecutive baccalaureate address to a grad- 
uating class at Florida Southern College. 

Working at my desk, I felt a sharp pain in 
the pit of my stomach. Soon there were 
severe pains up and down my arms, a chok- 
ing sensation in my throat. I made my way 
to the divan in my office to lie down. After 
all, there was no need to worry. I had felt 
stomach pains before. This time, however, 
the pains persisted. Finally I called my sec- 
retary. . 

Soon the doctor arrived. Despite my pro- 
tests, I found myself in an ambulance en 
route to the hospital. All of my life, I had 
dreaded a heart attack. Death in my family 
had often resulted from a coronary cause. 

But, oddly enough, my immediate 
thoughts were not on any possible exit from 
this world. My principal concern in the hos- 
pital was to get out. I spent a fretful and rest- 
less night. Nurses in and out. Noise in the 
corridors. When morning finally came, |

dressed and phoned for a colleague at 
the college to come and get me. The 
nurses were aghast. Frantically, they 
tried to reach my doctor. I was im- 
patient and, I'm afraid, a little abrupt. 
Moments later, | was back at my desk. 
I couldn't help but notice the expres- 
sions Of astonishment on the faces of 
my staff. 

The doctor came. It was only when 
he told me that I wasn’t going to die— 
at once, at least—that I had any serious 
thought of death. The more I thought 
of the possibility, the more resigned | 
became to the long sentence in me 
which had been imposed. 

And with that a great change began. 
Until the heart attack came, I always 
had been in a big hurry. I slept less than 
seven hours a night. Now that I had 
plenty of time, I easily slept from 10 
to 12 hours. It seemed as though I could 
feel my heart and whole body repairing 
themselves. From the beginning, I deter- 
mined to deal with no serious problems. 


Hiness Allows Choosiness 


My heart condition gave me a good 
opportunity to see friends who, I 
thought, could improve my spirit. At the 
same time I had a perfect excuse to 
keep out those who might disturb me. 
Without seeming to be ill-natured, | 
could control the noise of the house. 
Above all, I found that I could fulfill a 
long-standing secret desire—to give ord- 
efs to my wife and get away with it. 


What an experience for a husband of 


40 years! 

As I grew stronger and my heart im- 
proved, I began to dread the day I would 
have to leave my bed. The past six weeks 
had turned into such a delightful expe- 
rience, I hated to see it end. 

I comforted myself with the idea, 


though, that my experience would, at 
least, give me some recognition. | got 
the shock of my life when, for the first 
time, I told a friend about my heart trou- 
ble. Instead of being surprised, he merely 
asked: “What kind?” 

I described my heart attack. He again 
expressed no sympathy, but said hur 
riedly, “Now let me tell you about mine.” 

I had been so wrapped up in my own 
world that I had failed to note the great 
numbers of other persons who were hav- 
ing heart attacks. (Actually, the num- 
ber is in the hundreds of thousands every 
year—most of whom make a complete or 
at least satisfactory recovery.) Right 
there I decided to say nothing further 
about mine. 

But the advantages of a bad heart kept 
showing up. My friends were kinder to 
me and my fellow workers in the College 
were more co-operative. They were not 
only willing to carry their part of the 
load but eager to help me carry mine. 
And they never once Said, “You are nol 
able to do your job.” 

I venture you have never known 4 
college president who wasn’t humble. It 
is impossible for one to become inflated: 
there are too many groups to deflate him. 
Now, for the first time, I fear 1 may 
lose my humility. The neighbors don't 
call me at night about the noise of the 
students. The students don't grumble— 
to me—about the food. The faculty 
doesn’t talk so much about its heavy 
loads. My trustees, so far, haven't said 
anything about retiring me. 

My wife has ceased to scold me—even 
when I fully deserve a dressing down. ! 
can now say.what I want without her 
keeping me in line. I really shouldn't 
take advantage of her under the circum- 
stances, but actually she enjoys the sit- 
uation as much as I.

Tonight at 8 (EST) the nimble lassie 
pictured on today’s PARADE cover will 
appear on Ed Sullivan's Toast of the 
Town television show. Sullivan will in- 
troduce her as Carol Haney, featured 
dancer in Broadway’s standing-room- 
only musical, The Pajama Game. 

Carol’s success in the theater was a 
long time coming. One reason: she was 
too good a dancer. The moguls of 
Hollywood felt that it was a waste of 
time to use her as a dancer; so she 
became a choreographer, planning the 
dance numbers for musicals but never 
dancing herself. 

Carol is a distinctly off-beat char- 
acter. None of the formulas of show 
business fit her. Though she is cute as 
an Irish elf, she is by no means pretty 
in the standard way. Carol is entrusted 
with that “Hernando’s Hideaway” hit, 
and she sings it superbly; yet her sing- 
ing voice has much of the quality of a 
tiger’s claw scraping on glass.

He Farms Under Glass 


Canadian dairyman's herd thrives in experimental domed barn 


SENNEVILLE, QUEBEC. 
When word got around not long ago that a commercial- 
airline pilot had sighted a silvery, dome-shaped object 
in a field here, about 20 miles west of Montreal, many 
Canadians were sure a flying saucer had landed. 
Within minutes after the pilot had made his report, 
Royal Canadian Air Force jets took off to investigate. 
They cautiously circled the object (above), which 
seemed to have made a “landing” near a group of farm 
buildings. But the pilots could see no signs of menacing 
activity—no death-ray guns, no creatures in space suits. 
The pilots reported the position of the object, then 
went back to base. The alert ended abruptly when a fast 


check of the area established the true identity of the 
“flying saucer.” It was a new barn. 

The umbrella-like structure stands on the 90-acre 
farm of Dr. John Hackney, physician-farmer of this small 
community. A $35,000 experiment, it represents an en- 
tirely new idea in farming, for Dr. Hackney carries on 
his whole dairy-farm operation under the dome. 

Built of translucent sections of Fiberglas set in a 
wooden framework, the dome arches to a height of 32 
feet and is about 83 feet in. diameter. It houses a herd 
of 23 thoroughbred Ayrshire cattle, a feeding lot where 
the cattle remain the year around, two silos, a concrete 
dairy house with milking stalls, a poultry shed with a

Dr. Hackney’s Ayrshires are probably the most pam- 
pered animals in the dairy industry. Protected from wind 
and snow in winter and from the hot sun in summer, 
they roam freely about the feed lot getting fat and sleck 
on a special type of diet. 

This includes cut grass—a mixture of clover and alfalfa 
—which is stored in the silos and preserved with nitsogen - 
to keep it in its natural green state. At milking time, 
the cows are given vitaminized meal. A tank in a corner 
of the lot supplies fresh water. For milking, the cows 
are taken into the dairy house two at a time. 


Barn to Fields—and Back 


The cattle move about on a “floor” of compost pack, 
which is kept dry and firm by the addition of wood shav- 
ings once a day. The pack is inoculated with bacteria 
and nitrogen to form a high-grade fertilizer. Normally 
the pack builds up to a depth of four feet in about six 
months. It then is removed with a bulldozer and spread 
over Dr. Hackney’s fields — which in turn are devoted % 
solely to producing grass for storage in the silos. 

Although the barn is unheated, the chemical action 
of the compost pack, plus sun radiation through the trans- 
lucent Fiberglas, keeps the temperature about 85 degrees 
in the coldest weather. In severe cold and storms the 
interior is further protected by a huge Orion “skirt”

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Dome barn, built to last 40 
years, can be raised in a day 


has no doors; instead, there are two large openings in 
one segment of the perimeter for a through driveway. 

The barn is a practical example of the “Geodesic” 
structural system developed and patented by R. Buck- 
minster Fuller, noted exponent of modern ideas. It was 
designed by Jeffrey Lindsay, head of the Fuller Research 
Foundation. Planning and construction was done by 
Jeffrey Lindsay and Associates. One of the first to become 
interested in the project was the 41-year-old Dr. Hack- 


* ney, who has a general medical practice in Senneville 


and is a farmer by avocation. On seeing an earlier struc- 
ture Lindsay had built, Hackney got in touch with him. 
They decided to modernize the Hackney farm. 

Funds for the experiment were contributed largely 
by 18 Canadian and American firms that were inter- 
ested in testing their building products under actual 
working conditions. Costs: barn, $15,000; equipment, 
$10,000; research, testing and development, $10,000. 


Next Step: Mass Production? 


As now constructed, the dome barn can be delivered 
“knocked down” in one package and set up in a day. 
It needs no foundation; the base of the frame is simply 
bdried in the ground for anchorage. The barn is built 
to last an estimated 40 years. Figured on that basis, the 
cost would be roughly $3 a square foot. If the scheduled 
two-year experiment on the Hackney farm proves suc- 
cessful, the barn will be mass-produced. 

Says Dr. Hackney: “Putting cattle, feed lot and silos 
under one roof saves hours of time and labor. On what 
we have learned up to now, the dome barn seems ideal 
for this type of farm operation.” 

One of Dr. Hackney’s three French-Canadian tenant 
farmers, however, put the final stamp of approval on 
the project. When it was completed, with all the equip- 
ment in place, designer Lindsay led the farmer inside 
and asked him if he thought, the barn had everything 
it needed. .

The ordeal of the accused: bitterness, ulcers, 


whispering, ‘torture.’ But in the end—triumph 


in such “fixing,” CCNY made a clean sweep. 
Out went not only the offending players but 
every aspect of big-time basketball: intersec- 
tional games at jampacked Madison Square 
Garden, eager competition for top-rank play- 
ers, hoopla, hysteria and headlines. 

Out, too, went two long years of Nat 
Holman’s life. 

When the scandals first broke, his close 
friends did not see how he could have been 
involved. But others were quick to raise 
skeptical eyebrows. “I always knew that 
holier-than-thou pose of Holman’s was a 
phony,” they said. “Don’t tell me he didn’t 
know what his own players were doing.” 

As it turned out, he didn’t know. When 
the New York Board of Higher Education 
(which runs CCNY) ordered an investiga- 
tion of the whole athletic department, Hol- 
man willingly testified to that effect. 

And, incredibly, none of the whispered 
accusations was a part of the Board's final 
case against Holman. The official reason for 
his dismissal was a letter unrelated to the scan- 
dal. It had been written by a CCNY assistant 
coach to one of the players there, outlining 
a summer tour for which (in violation of 
amateur rules) the team would be paid. 

Holman learned of the letter, went to his 
department head and asked that the assistant 
be fired. The department head begged off; 
the assistant, he said, had a good record, and 
besides, the tour had been canceled. 

Holman dropped the matter. Looking at it 
later, the Board decided he should have made 
an issue of “the evils of professionalism evi- 
denced in this letter”—even if it meant cross- 
ing up his superior. That was the whole basis 
of the case against Nat Holman. It resulted 
in a trial which began in May, 1953, and 
closed — 3,500 pages of testimony later — in 
December; in a trial-committee verdict in 
February, 1954, that cleared Holman, and 
then, a month later, was reversed by the 
Board itself; and finally, last September, in 
complete exoneration. 

To a man of Holman’s temperament; the

ordeal meant suffering—but in silence. To the 
world, he turned a stoical smile. He bot- 
tled up his opinions. More and more, he be- 
came the “lone wolf”—he had always ignored 
the sports crowd, preferring books and the 
opera—and gave the impression of being 
aloof. It was the same code which had car- 
ried him out of the slums. 

“If I’m a dedicated person,” he said once, 
“it’s a result of heredity. My parents were 
desperately poor immigrants, but they sent 
seven sons to college when even high school 
was a luxury. They made honesty a fetish. If 
I so much as found a penny that wasn’t mine, 
and didn’t spend all day looking for the 
owner, I'd be paddled without mercy.” 

But the aloof smile was only a mask. In- 
side, Holman was boiling. It was too great 
a crisis to ignore—almost a matter of life or 
death. “It was torture,” he said recently, look- 
ing back. “I can’t imagine anyone living 
through a more agonizing period.”

The first blow, the telegram in Madrid, 
was worst, of course—it was so completely 
unexpected. “I couldn’t leave my hotel room 


for the rest of the day,” he recalls. “I tried 


to call New York, but connections were im- 
possible. So I simply lay on the bed, thinking, 


thinking . . . trying to figure, ‘Can this really 


be happening? And why to me?’” 

The Holmans had planned a long sight- 
seeing trip, and decided they might as well 
go ahead with it. “But it was sightseeing with- 
out seeing,” says Holman’s wife, Ruth. “We 
only saw a telegram. We knew we had to 
give it up.” 

Back in America, it was worse. Strangers 
whispered on the street, “There goes the 
fixer.” Crackpots wrote vicious letters or 
called at 3 a.m. to snarl, “Aren't you ashamed 
of corrupting those boys?” Once, at the opera, 
another patron stared at Holman, then 
snapped at a companion, “Is that gambler 
allowed in here?”

stepped him. “It used to be that they said 
nothing was too good for Nat,” Mrs. Holman 
said. “But when we wanted them to use their 
prestige, they ran out. One of them told a 
mutual friend, ‘Sure, the charges are phony. 
But his name has been soiled and it would 
hurt me politically to back a loser.’ ” 

The worst part of the whole ordeal was the 
way it distorted their lives. Holman, at 56, 
still was bursting with enérgy, but now he 


was sidelined. Basketball, his whole life, had 
been cut off. He couldn't even attend a game - 


The Holmans’ social life came to an end. 
Once Holman ran his life with almost pin- 


_ point precision; now he ate in snatches, slept 


at odd hours, ignored appointments. He lost 
weight. His hair became dappled with gray. 
Deep grooves developed in his previously un- 
in pain and found she'd sprouted an ulcer. 
Later, she developed neuritis. Strictly emo- 
tional, her doctor told her. 


He Never Quit 


The Hoalmans endured this ordeal even 
though he had a made-to-order way out: with 
34 years of service, he could have resigned, 
taken a sizable pension and accepted another 


his five-figure legal expenses. But he never 
considered it, and his wife never suggested it. 
“It would have been softer for us,” she said 
later. “But if Nat had done that, the Nat 
Holman I knew wouldn’t exist any more.”

had many friends on his side. Students led 
against “this persecution.” Eddie Cantor and 
George Jessel, who grew up with him in the 
were others, too: the elevator man who

_ hood butcher shop who told Mrs. Holman, “If 


you run out of money to pay the lawyers, 
please empty my cash register”; the haber- 
dasher who hooked up in a fist fight with a 
customer who wisecracked about Holman’s 
honesty. 

Most gratifying to Holman was the way 
his former players—who once had railed 
against his whiplash coaching—flocked to his 
side. A former star who had once declared, 
“I'm just living for the day Nat falls on his 
face,” took time out from his job to organize 
alumni support. “The longer I'm out of col- 
lege, the more I respect Holman,” he ex-

plained. “There aren't many men of prin- 
ciple these days.” 

Last February, when the Board's trial com- 
mittee announced its decision vindicating 
Holman, there was a brief moment of ecstasy. 
But this died quickly when the full board of 
waited for four hours while the judges de- 
bated. Then the OCNY president came out 
to announce the decision. Mrs. Holman burst 
into tears. Holman’s jaw sagged. “Of course, 
I won't accept this,” he said. 

Holman had only one hope: the New 
York State Commissioner of Education. He 
knew that the State Commissioner only rarely 
interfered with a city school board. But he 
made the appeal, and he refused to lose faith 
during the long months of waiting. 

By this time, public opinion was firmly on 
obvious injustice.” A citizens’ defense ctom- 
mittee was formed. The Alumni Association 
joined in his appeal. David Rosenstein, a 
prominent alumnus, drew up a “Memoran- 
dum of Morals and Justice in the Holman 
Case,” which compared the coach's persecu- 


tion to that of the French martyr, Albert 


Dreyfus.

“I felt like jumping over the moon,” says 
Holman, “but all my energy was gonc. All 
I could do was look at Ruth and say, ‘Thank 
God.’” 

A Coach Comes Home 


Now that his name had been cleared, and 
now that CCNY had gone small-time in a big 


- way, Holman could resign and accept a big- 


time offer. But he refused. 

“I don't care about championships,” he 
said. “At City College, the emphasis has al- 
ways been on scholarship, morality and citi- 
zenship, with athletics just part of the big 
picture. That’s the way it should be. That's 
why I've been here 34 years, and that’s why 
I can’t ever think of leaving.” 

On December 4, Nat Holman —still proud, 
still aloof—walked out onto CCNY's bandbox 
that crammed every seat and aisle there swept 
a strange hush. Then suddenly every fan was 
on his feet in a roaring, boisterous ovation. 
Nat Holman was home again. - ££
